The foUowins cunonioal offerings are required of all 
parishes and missions, and immediately on being received 
are to be sent to Frank H. Denman, Treasurer of the 
Dioceae, Petaluma, Califomift. 

1. Church Bztansion. This is for diocesan missions 
and aggressive work in our own field. The minimum 
required of each parish and mission is a fixed obliga- 
tion. Failure to pay the assessment causes forfeiture 
of rignt of representation at annual convention. 
Sunday School Advent offerings are applied to this 
object. 

2. Oeneral Bfiaaiona. This is for our apportionment 
as fixed by the General Board. Sunday School 
Lent^ offerings and Women's Auxiliary special gifts 
are applied to this object. 

3. Diocetan Fund. This is for central and administra- 
tive expenses of the Diocese, and is a legal obligation. 
The schedule of amoimts assessed to each parish 
and mission under the three above heads will be found 
in another part of this paper. 

4. Home of the Merciful Saviour. This offering is 
optional and is asked of all parishes at Thanksgiving 
or Christnuuk 

5. Ag9d and Infirm Clergy Relief. This is the only 
means we have of taking care of our worn-out clergy. 
Take the offering at Christmas or Thanksgiving.

THE EASTER ULY 

By the Bishop 

At Easter, priest and people worship amid 
the bloom and fragrance of the lily. Oufi:ht 
we not to see in it more than an aesthetic 
decoration? May we not associate this pure, 
stately flower with the risen life? 

"My Beloved is gone into His garden, to 
feed in the gardens, to gather lilies. My 
Beloved is mine, and I am His; He feedeth 
among the lilies" (Solomon's Song, vi:2; ii:16). 

Is this the true meaning of Eastertide, with 
its anthems, its crowds, its altars thronged? 
Is Christ in His gardens, gathering His lilies, 
rejoicing in the fruit of His love and travail? 

The lily is an almost perfect emblem of the 
true Christian's life. Its single stalk, bearing 
the sap upward to produce the blossom, re- 
minds us of the one purpose that should inspire 
us, to bring forth Christ in our lives. Wlien 
the lily droops it is placed in water, and forth- 
with its petsds open. Is Christ unfolding His 
beauties m our heart? Or is our lily like a dry 
stalk, unwatered by prayer or sacrament? 
The lily grows high. It does not cling to the 
ground like the arbutus. It is in the earth, 
but not of it. It rises above the dirt, royal in 
beauty. So Christ'? lily lifts its head to heaven, 
having its place in the world'? life, yet without 
grovelling, unmixed and unstained with earth's 
defilement. 

How clean and spotless it is! How the least 
handling taints the lily's freshness! How 
innocent must be our life, our thoughts holy, 
our words sweet, our souls white, our selves 
"unspotted from the world" (Jas. i:27). The 
finer the lily's quality, the more "glabrous" it 
is within, as the botanists say. Its inner sur- 
face is smooth, free from down or wrinkle by 
which it may attract dust or catch the pollen. 
Christ's lily is not only beautiful without. It 
must be "all glorious within" (Ps. xlv:2). 
How easily it may be pulled out by the roots! 
That is because these lie near the surface. 
Christ's lily must be lightly planted, sitting 
loose to earthly things, ready at the first touch 
of the Gardener's hand to yield itself. How 
varied are its tints: white, red, yellow, pink, 
variegated, yet all colored by the one sun. 
So in the warm Catholic rays of the Sun of 
righteousness and love, each soul reflects some 
new, distinctive beauty, each character has 
its own individuality, but all draw their color 
from the Sun of Splendor, Jesus Christ. 

The lily may be found in valley or on hill top, 
on land or water. The true Christian may live 
where God shall place him, in solitude or amid 
life's current, in the vale of humility, or atioat, 
like the water lily, upon the floods of affliction, 
striking its roots downward into Christ, and 
opening its flower upward in the love of God. 
When the lily's blossom has CTOwn to greatest 
loveliness it hangs lowest. How beautiful a 
lesson in humility! As we draw nearer to the 
dazzling perfections of our Lord we see our 
unworthiness, and lower han^ the head in 
conscious shame. The Christian is read^ to 
stoop, willing to sink lower out of men's sight, 
if thereby he may ripen into heavenly per- 
fection. 

Is not this the message of the Easter lily? 
Shall not this pure flower have for each of us 
a new signiflcance? Have we these lily traits 
— ^the single aim, the head erect, the purity 
without and within, the hi 
Digitized by ^ 
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in earth's soil, the hues of character drawn 
from the central sun, the ability to dwell 
serene in hidden vale, on windy peak or on the 
bosom of the flood, crowned with humility, and 
bending lower as the Gardener approaches, 
that we may fall in ripeness at His feet?

STATE PRISON AT FOLSOM

If a man love poor, fallen humanity, he will 
be deeply interested in the work of a Prison 
Chaplain. Men are not lost because they have 
made mistakas in their lives and have come 
under the condemnation of the law. At 
Repressa there are elven hundred and fifty 
men in stripes. Ail races are to be found 
there, and the Chaplain's knowledge of «<everal 
different languages is, at times, of great ser- 
vice to him in reaching the men.At our services, 
which are held twice a month, about five hun- 
dred prisoners are present. Their attendance 
at divine service is not compulsory, so it is 
very encouraging to find so many in the 
chapel every second and fourth Sunday morn- 
ing of the month. The Chaplain spends his 
Sunday afternoons at the Prison, holding Bible 
classes, giving advice, hearing of sorrows and 
troubles, hopes and encouragements.

Grace be unto you and peace from God our 
Father, and from the Lord Jesus Christ. 

I have received a petition in due canonical 
form, signed by forty-five persons of legal age, 
and communicants of our Trinity Pro-Cathedral 
Chiu-ch, asking my consent to the organization 
of a parish to be known as Trinity Parish of 
Sacramento. I assume that the desire of the 
signatories is to convert our present Trinity 
Pro-Cathedral Church, now conducted as a 
mission organization, into a parish of full and 
independent status. Your petition was handed 
to me on Wednesdav, March 27th, and has 
since had my respectful, serious and praverful 
consideration, with the one desire only to 
promote the glory of God and the welfare of 
His Church in this, our city and diocese of 
Sacramento. 

If this were the request of an ordinary mis- 
sion, which, having attained to vigorous 
strength and self-support, desired erection 
into a parish, I would give my consent joyously 
and without hesitation. If the purpose of the 
petitioners were to form a parish in some 
other section of the city, more convenient per- 
haps to their homes, or in a growing suburb 
where our Church is needed and might take 
root, I would immediately give my consent. 

Your petition seems to be that the Bishop 
should consent to change the status of the 
Pro-Cathedral Church, of which, by canon, he 
is the lawful head and rector, and which he has 
formally designated to be the central and 
representative Church of the diocese, and 
permit it to become one of the normal parish 
churches of the diocese, without special dis- 
tinction and freed from the dignities and re- 
sponsibilities which now attach to it as a 
Cathedral Church. This appears to me a 
very grave suggestion and full of difficulties. 
Your Bishop has for many years cherished the 
plan of developing a Cathedral organization in 
this, his see city of Sacramento. Acting with 
the knowledge and sympathy of his clergy 
and laity he has acquired large property hold- 
ings, in a matchless, central situation, for a 
future Cathedral site. He has secured one 
of the permanent buildings at a cost of over 
$30,000., in the form of a stone Cathedral 
House already in use, which was accepted 
from the generous donor on condition that it 
become a part of the Cathedral system of the 
diocese. He has committed himself in good 
faith to the dtizens of Sacramento, some of 
whom contributed to our Endowments because 
of the prospect of Sacramento becoming a 
Cathedral city. The Bishop's own residence, 



now the property of the Corporation of the 
diocese, is already occupied and permanently 
located in close proximity to the Pro-Cathedral 
Church. 

Furthermore, the Convention of the diocese 
in October last embodied in the new Con- 
stitution of the diocese, Article XXI., as 
follows: 

The Bishop and Standing Committee 
may take such steps as they may deem 
advisable towards the formation of a 
Cathedral system and Cathedral corpor- 
ation for the purpose of holding Cathed- 
ral property. 
Acting upon this authority the Bishop has been 
diligently gathering information, covering 
Cathedral systems in the old countries and in 
the dioceses of the United States, with a view 
to placing a full and intelligent survey of so 
great a subject before the diocesan authorities. 
It is too early to form a wise judgment as to 
the best Cathedral organization in our own 
diocese. The models of the Cathedral of St. 
John the Divine, New York, and Grace 
Cathedral, San Francisco, are excellent. The 
Corporation articles and by-laws of the latter 
were in my possession), t3rpe-^Titten and await- 
ing submission to the proper persons, when 
your petition was so unexpectedly placed in 
my hands. The almost universal verdict of 
the students of this subject is that a Cathedral 
organization, representing the diocese as a 
whole, must take a larger form than that of 
a simple parish church. The constituent 
parties having an interest at stake in the 
Cathedral plan are the Bishop, the Chapter, 
the Dean, the local Governing Committee and 
the Cathedral congregation. The Bishop has 
an official relation as the spiritual head, wor- 
shiping and ministering in his Cathedral not 
by general prerogative as in a parish church, 
but by canonical and peculiar right. There 
is his cathedra or chair, symbol of Fatherhood 
of the Episcopate and the oneness of the Family 
of Christ in the diocese. The Chapter or 
Cathedral Corporation consists of representa- 
tive clergy and laymen in different parts of the 
diocese, the whole people thus being represented 
in the central Church. I have already secured 
consent of some of our most distinguished 
laymen in Northern California, men of con- 
secration and wealth, all communicants, to 
act as such Cathedral Chapter. By this 
means the strength and resources of the diocese 
as a whole are brought to buttress the local 
feebleness, and without this sustaining force 
it is doubtful whether the material realization 
of the vision could be accomplished. Through 
the pride and joy of all our people we would 
look to see splendid buildings, endowments, 
worthy staflf of clergy and assistants, arch- 
deacons and deaconesses, superb musical 
equipment and other great ends. The Dean 
would represent both the diocese and the local 
congregation. The Governing Committee 
would also represent the congregation, being 
similar to your present vestry committee, 
chosen by the people and clothed with power 
and responsibility for the domestic affairs. 

The blending and dove-tailing of these 
elements in harmonious relation is Jio^^Ught 
matter, and will engdijgiti^ilw' VBiihtt^yiK 
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Standing Committee in careful study. All 
rights and duties involved must be safe 
guarded, including the self-governing rights 
of the congregation. At present the local 
committee, called "the vestry", although not 
legally incorporated as such, exercises prac- 
tically all the powers of a parish. Elected by 
the congregation at annual meetings it meets 
regularly, transacts all business of the con- 
gregation, and is growing more and more 
efficient in so doing. It has stimulated a fine 
spirit of self-support among the people. Your 
Bishop has ^ven this committee a free hand, 
has never dictated a special policy to it, or 
overruled its action in any particular, and 
when appointing the clergyman has done so 
only after full consultation and agreement with 
its members, laying before them all the 
knowledge at his disposal. In every self-support- 
ing mission of the diocese this is our practice, 
so that self-government by the congregation 
is actually realized throughout the diocese. 

These facts, dear brethren, I venture to 
believe have not been fully considered by you. 
You have supposed that the question at issue 
involved only yourselves and the Bishop. You 
now perceive that it involves the diocese. Your 
proposition to form a parish would precipi- 
tate a difficulty hard to adjust or overcome. 
A form of organization would be prematurely 
crystallized, which would probably be found 
to be unworkable and indigestable in a Cathed- 
ral system; it would certainly impede the slow 
evolution and unprejudiced study of this large 
question. I may mention that Grace parish, 
San Francisco, found it necessary to abandon 
and annul completely its limited parochial 
statutes in order to enter upon the formation of 
Grace Cathedral. Your Bishop does not 
believe that you have duly weighed these 
considerations. The suddenness of your re- 
quest gave him no opportunity heretofore to 
outline them. I am convinced that many of 
the signers are unaware of what their petition 
involves, and that they by no means desire to 
embarrass the diocese, or cause the disloca- 
tion and possible abandonment of well-matured 
Cathedral plans. Nor do I believe they realize 
to what a large extent the congregation is 
already excercising self-governing powers, and 
how these powers will be protected and safe- 
guarded in a Cathedral organization. 

For the reasons here given I feel compelled 
to withhold my consent to your petition. 
This being a laymen's question I have sub- 
mitted my decision with the reasons therefor 
to some of the laymen of the diocese within 
reach, and who have for years been prominent 
in our counsels. The chancellor of the diocese, 
Hon. N. P. Chipman, Mr. C. W. Bush, W. B. 
Lardner, Esq., F. P. Tuttle, Esq., Mr. W. W. 
Lyman have unanimously endorsed this deci- 
sion. Not desiring to delay my reply, I have 
not consulted further. 

With great affection for you personally and 
collectively, I am nevertheless forced to con- 
clude that your request if granted would not 
promote the greater glory of God and the 
welfare of His Church in our diocese. I call 
you to patience, loyalty, brotherly love. I 
urge your piide and enthusiastic co-operation 
in the effort to realize this great vision for 
Christ and His Church, and which, by the 
blessing of God, we are hopeful will be crowned 



with success. In that event, you of the 
Cathedral congregation, and our city of Sac- 
ramento, will be the chief beneficiaries. 
The grace of our Lord Jesus Christ be with 
you.

ST. PAUL'S, SACRAMENTO 

Rev. C. E. Farrar, Rector 
Easter passed for us very well, indeed. There 
were about 80 communicants at the early 
celebrations, and nearly 100 more at the 
eleven o'clock service. The Sunday after 
Easter was marked by a large baptismal class 
in the afternoon, and by a special musical 
service in the evening at which a choir of forty 
voices rendered some parts of Wagner's Holy 
Grail from "Parsifal." The choir , under the 
direction of Mr. Homer Henley, did remark- 
ably well, and the accompaniment of organ and 
piano was wonderful. The church was 
crowded to the doors, may failing to gain 
admission. On Palm Sunday the Bishop made 
his annual visit for Confirmation, the class 
presented was not large, but was noticeable 
from the fact that it numbered just twice as 
many men as women, eight young men and 
four young women, two of the men and one 
woman being from our Japanese mission and 
presented by Mr. Kajitsuka. 

The men of the parish have started a Church 
club and so far have held weekly meetings. 
It is proposed to have at least one a month, 
probably two, one for social service organiza- 
tion and one as a get-together meeting with 
speeches on topics of present day interest. 

St. Margaret's Guild entertained the choir 
and their friends at a dance in the parish 
house last week whcih was a very enjoyable 
affair. 



SACRAMENTO, CHRIST CHURCH 

Rev. Harry Perks, Priest-in-Charge 
The first effort to conduct Lenten services 
in Christ Church brought a very good response, 
the attendance being regular throughout. 
Several of the young people attended every 
service, and we are sure, were greatly 
benefitted thereby, and this could be plainly 
seen during the services of Easter Day, when 
a full choir attended the early celebration and 
received their Communion, and indeed, as 
was said by members of the congregation, was 
a beautiful sight. There was a large attend* 
ance at Sunday school and the Lenten offerings 
showed that the children had not forgotten 
their duty to missions. The mid-day service, 
as well as that of Holy Baptism, during the 
afternoon was well attended, but the climax 
of a "well kept Lent" came the evening of 
Easter Day, when our Bishop was visibly 
affected at the moment of Confirmation of a 
class of young people, part from Christ Church 
part from the Sacramento Children's Home. 
Many people welcomed our chief shepherd at 
this service for the first time, who gave us a 
very helpful and inspiring sermon on Immor- 
tality developed along scientific lines. 

Much patient and loving work had resulted 
in a chaste and beautifully decorated church, 
and not the least eir^PFgS^yOQOg l^vice 
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SACRAMENTO I It was a magric 
word to the men of a former gen- 
eration. It meant to them what 
the Klondike did to the Ameri- 
can people about fifteen years ago. It 
meant romance, adventure, golden dreams 
backed by golden realities. 

In January, 1848, James W. Marshall 
stood in the rough channel of the tail- 
race which he was coiistructing above 
Sutter's Mill on the Sacramento River, 
and saw lying there some shining bits of 
metal brought in by the rushing waters. 
As he weighed them in his hand there 
flashed into his mind a wild idea, which 
was half hope and half conviction — a 
thing too wonderful to be true. In that 
hand and that brain lay for the moment 
the destiny of an empire. 

It was a discovery so momentous and 
startling that it has scarcely had its 
paralld in the history of the world. With 
this incident the modem history of 
California began, and an astounding 



hutnan tide rushed in from all quarters 
of the earth. The Sacramento and its 
tributaries were their goal. In San 
Francisco and other towns business came 
to a stand-still. Ships lay at anchor in 
the harbors, abandoned by their crews. 
Picks, shovels and pans commanded 
fabulous prices. Within a year the news 
of the discovery had girdled the earth. 
Strings of wagons began to gather at the 
Missouri River for the long, slow jour- 
ney across the continent. Every boat 
that would float (and some which could- 
n't) were in commission, bringing other 
pioneers from Panama, where they had 
crossed the Isthmus. Within two years 
100,000 new people had reached Cali- 
fornia and were exploring its waste 
places, driving tunnels into its hillsides, 
searching the stony channels of its creeks 
and rivers for the yellow metal which has 
the power to drive men mad. 

With the Forty-niners came a clergy- 
man, the Rev. Flavel Scott Mines, who 
erected the first of our church buildings 
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on the Pacific coast, at San Francisco, 
in October, 1849. An old wood-cut 
shows the rude structure. At the door 
are three women about to enter. They 
were put into the picture because they 
represented at that time the entire fe- 
male membership of the congregation. 
Women were scarce in California in 
those days, and for some time after. 

In 1850 we find that there was a con- 
vention of the "Church in California'* 
at which six clergy were present. They 
asked for a bishop, but it was not until 
1853 that the General Convention elected 
Dr. Kip to take up this work. For 
twenty years he administered the whole 
state, but in 1874 California's thousand 
miles of coast-line was divided, and the 
northern part was made a missionary 
district. This is now the Diocese of 
Sacramento, named for the river which 
traverses the upper part of the state 
from north to south between the Coast 
Range on the one side and the Sierras on 
the other, and has dowered it not only 
with the gold hidden among its tribu- 
taries, but with an abundantly fertile soil. 

Never before did a state have such a 
birth as California. Its unique condi- 
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tions of settlement produced unique diffi- 
culties. The planting of the Church 
among its eager, shifting, varied popula- 
tion has been a baffling task. The fusion 
of its diverse elements was slow in com- 
ing to pass. 

II. 

Associated with Sacramento is the 
name of a missionary held in honor 
throughout the Church — James lioyd 
Breck, the Christian educator and 
pioneer. At Bemicia, on the Straits of 
Carquinez, he planted his third educa- 
tional institution. Already he had given 
Nashotah and Seabury to the Church. 
The last nine years of his remarkable 
life were spent here and he laid excellent 
foundations, but he did not soon enough 
receive the adequate support of the 
Church. His death in 1876 was a stag- 
gering blow, from which the schools 
never recovered, and the abandoned, 
dismantled buildings are to-day a re- 
minder of how the Church has some- 
times failed her great leaders in their 
hour of need. 

Another life-story of this region is 
most suggestive. It is that of Charles 
Caleb Pierce, whom Bish- 
op Moreland calls ''A 
Modem Saint Francis," 
and who for forty-two 
years lived and worked 
among the mining camps 
of El Dorado County. 
Unmarried and in vigor- 
ous health, he spent six 
days of every week walk- 
ing through the country. 
A bag of religious litera- 
ture he always carried 
with him, and his was a 
well-known figure upon 
every trail. Every house 
was his home, and he was 
the friend and helper of 
every man. Other minis- 
ters came and went, but 
"Father Pierce" stayed on. 
On the day of his death 
the entire county was 
plunged into moum- 
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ing and business was suspended; even 
the saloons were closed and on their 
doors appeared the legend: ''Closed on 
account of the funeral of Brother 
Pierce.'' This man appealed to the popu- 
lar imagination — ^not in any spectacular 
way, but by his patient and quiet render- 
ing of brotherly service. He simply 
^went about doing good'' and he seemed 
to the men who loved him to reproduce 
the method of his Saviour's life. So may 
a man, even in poverty and obscurity, 
win love for himself and honor for his 
Master, if he be willing to forget himself 
and love his fellow-men. 

III. 

The Diocese of Sacramento is still al- 
most wholly rural and very mountain- 
ous. Its only large city is Sacramento 
itself, with about 55,000 people. There 
are many smaller towns and innumerable 
little hamlets and mining camps far from 
railways, lying oftentimes at the end of 
obscure wagon roads or mountain trails. 



These conditions make the progress of 
the Church difficult. In many of the re- 
mote places there is indifference and 
even hostility to all religion. ''This is 
partly due," says Bishop Moreland, *Ho 
the materialism in which so much of this 
rural life is steeped. It is largely the re- 
sult of revolt from the emotional sys- 
tems and fanatical excesses which have 
passed for the Christian religion. Wan- 
dering stars and emotional fakirs in suc- 
cession have exploited these isolated peo- 
ple. The inevitable reaction has fol- 
lowed, leaving public sentiment in a 
state of disgust and irritation against 
religion in general. Cheap fakirs of 
every type, peddling religion as their 
stock in trade, have travelled through 
the country by wagon, gathering the 
populace in camp and tent, and playing 
upon the sacred instincts of men and 
women, leaving behind a well-sown crop' 
of disgust and contempt. 

"Imagine now a national Church like 
our own coming into communities which 
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have undergone this periodic torture. 
Here is a Church clothed with divine au- 
thority and apostolic beauty, overflowing 
with maternal compassion, bearing with 
her the living Christ and the blessed 
sacraments whereby she unites souls 
with Him, but finding a trail of human 
hearts burned over and deadened by 
devastating systems, as blackened and 
hopeless as the field over which a prairie 
fire has passed. 

"The result is that Christianity is 
almost extinct in some of the rural com- 
munities. Stores are open Sundays, 
freight wagons are unpacked, stables and 
inns lively; men rise early and hurry 
through meals, women cook for the usual 
number, the help comes from the fields 
at noon, the girls dress for the ball-game 
Sunday afternoon. Yet these people 
listen to us willingly when we go to 
them. The popiilace observe our pres- 
enoe, attend our services, take note of 
our vestments, chants and reverent ways, 
talk us over at their dinner- tables ; won- 
der, some sceptically, some longingly, if 
we have come to stay; think about us 
after we have departed in comet-like 
glory, and, hearing nothing more of us, 
judge that the Episcopal Church is one 
of those choice privileges reserved for 
the dwellers in cities. Now if we can 
reach these people and will not do so, 
we shall have a heavier judgment to face 
in the great day." 

Much has been done in spite of these 
difficulties. In the first place, a strong 
Church centre has been established in 
the city of Sacramento itself. When the 
present bishop went there to live, in 
1900, the Church owned no property in 
the place. To-day there is an excellent 
bishop's residence and cathedral house 
of stone, and property worth altogether 
$100,000, entirely free from debt. An 
Episcopal endowment has also been ob- 
tained, and in 1910 Sacramento was ad- 
mitted by the General Convention as a 
'diocese. There are few strong churches 
in the diocese, no city except Sacra- 
mento having more than 12,000 popu- 
lation. 

Secondly, twenty-one self-supporting 



parishes and missions have been de- 
veloped in the smaller towns of the state. 
This is a greater number than any other 
diocese can show in proportion to ite 
population. One little place with only 
950 people is entirely supporting its own 
clergyman. 

Thirdly, the bishop and his clergy are 
not content with what has been ac- 
complished, but are trying to reach out 
from their different centres into the lit- 
tle places where the Church is unknown. 

It would be interesting to follow the 
bishop on some of his journeys. They 
are not so difficult and laborious as the 
mountainous character of the diocese 
would at first indicate. Three great over- 
land railway routes pass through the see 
city, carrying a constant stream of pas- 
sengers and an enormous volume of 
freight over the Central, Sunset and Ore- 
pron divisions of the Southern Pacific 
R. R. Seven Pullman trains a day in 
each direction are crossing the continent 
incessantly, besides the local service to 
all accessible valleys and mining towns. 
After a comfortable night on the sleeper, 
the passenger finds himself in the moun- 
tainous county of Siskiyou, on the Ore- 
gon border. During the night the train 
has passed through the entire Sacra- 
mento valley, a flat tableland 240 miles 
in length and sixty miles in width, one 
of the chief granaries of the world. Or, 
if the traveller goes eastward he finds 
himself, in a few hours, in the most de- 
lightful part of the Sierras, where the 
Southern. Pacific, after its long climb, 
reaches the summit of the mountains and 
looks out across the Nevada tablelands 
beyond. 

Let us imag^ine ourselves on such a 
trip and take advantage of the oppor- 
tunity to see one of the most lovely 
lakes and one of the most unique 
churches in the world. Lake Tahoe — 
beautiful Tahoe — ^lies in the lap of the 
mountain 6,000 feet above sea level. It 
has a shore-line of seventy-two miles. Its 
waters, of unknown depUi, ringed about 
with snow-capped peaks, are brilliant be- 
yond belief. In places they are of bo 
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deep and vivid a blue that one wonders 
whether the commonplace element of 
water can produce such beauty; or, 
again, one enters a bay of flashing 
emerald green, while over all arches the 
clear sky, flooded with California's won- 
derful sunshine. 

Here in the summer-time come thou- 
sands to And health and recreation, and 
here there is a church of which Bishop 
Moreland built the chancel and Mather 
Nature built the nave. The Chapel of 
the Transfiguration, as it is called, con- 
sists only of a sanctuary and choir built 
of stone and heavy logs, to protect the 
altar and to furnish a £tting place for 
the ministration of the sacraments. For 
the rest the boles of the great pine trees 
are the pillars of the temple and the 
overarching sky its roof. Here, through 
the summer, large congregations gather 
for worship, but when autumn comes and 
the visitors upon this mountain-top re- 
turn to their homes, the great doors of 
the sanctuary are closed; the deep snows 
of the winter drift about it, and only 
the stone altar stands in the midst of the 
silent woods, a witness to the Church's 
readiness to minister to all sorts and 
conditions of men. 

IV. 

There is one call for help within the 
District of fiacramento which its bishop 
feels most keenly. Few people realize 
that in this Christian country of ours, at 
our very doors, there are to-day 60,000 
unevangelized Indians— 60,000 descend- 
ants of the original Americans, whom 
we have taken the trouble to dislodge, 
and plunder, and shut up on reservations 
or drive out into the wilderness, but 
whom we have never taken the trouble to 
instruct in the Christian faith. These 
are scattered in many parts of the coun- 
try, but 12,000 of them live in northern 
California and present a most pitiful ex- 
ample of a people crushed by a dominant 
race. 

More bitter than the lot of the average 
Indian was that of the tribes in Cali- 
fornia. Without doubt the United 
States Government intended to treat 



them fairly. When California was ceded 
to us by Mexico in 1848, negotiations 
were begun looking toward treaties 
which should recompense them for their 
lands and allot to them reservations. 
These were under way when gold was 
discovered. The rush which followed 
was the destruction of the Indians. 
They were a peaceful, pastoral people. 
The hardy, adventurous white men who 
swarmed into their valleys and among 
their hills cared little for the rights 
of others, and shared strongly the 
opinion that "the only good Indian is a 
dead Indian.'^ Even the government was 
powerless. It could not have mustered 
soldiers enough to enforce its decrees in 
maintaining the Indians upon their land ; 
and so the red men of California — that 
small proportion who survived the clash 
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with the incoming hordes of white men 
— were driven out as wanderers in the 
land of their fathers. Their country had 
been seized without a recompense. Not 
a foot of it were they allowed to retain. 
They could not even have equal home- 
stead ris^hts with the chance eetder. 

Thus it is that in the fastnesses of the 
Sierras there are scattered bands which 
represent the remnants of what were once 
large tribes of mild and inoffensive peo- 
ple. Such a district is found in the 
western end of Siskiyou county in 
northern California. Here dwell what is 
left of the Karok Indians. Among these 
— about 800 in number — ^Bishop More- 
land is just beginning a long-delayed and 
much-needed work. The Bev. John (E. 
Shea and his wife have taken it up, 
promising to give themselves to it for 
five years. Mr. Shea is said to be a dili- 
gent pastor and faithful teacher, par- 
ticularly apt in languages, and likely to 
acquire the Indian dialects readily. His 
wife will be a strong helper. She is not 
only an excellent teacher, but practical 
and efficient at all sorts of handicraft. 
Much of the furniture in the rectory 
where they are now living she has made 
with her own hands. 

The field to which these missionaries 
go is a remote and rugged one. They 
will first take a railway journey of 200 
miles to Yreka; a stage journey across 
the mountains to Fort Jones, where an- 
other stage will carry them forty miles 
to "Happy Camp," on the Klamath River. 
This is within their parish bounds and 
its name should be a good omen for their 
success. Here all roads cease, and they 
will travel through their parish on 
horseback, sixty miles southward along 
a trail which winds like a narrow rib- 
bon on the face of precipitous cliffs, 
while far below the Klamath River roars 
through its rocky canon. In the sixty 
miles of their parish bounds there are 
only nine white people. They will im- 
mediately inaugurate day-schools for the 
children and practical instruction for 
the Indian women. 

Fortunately, a beginning has already 
been made here by Churchwomen, 



though not by the Church. Two fidd 
matrons, communicants of the Diocese 
of Massachusetts, paid by the govern- 
ment, lived among these Indians for a 
period of three years, and brought them 
some little knowledge of civilization and 
Christianity. The work begun by them 
will now be energetically carried on, and 
the Church will at last be freed of the 
reproach that she is oblivious of the cry- 
ing needs of these heathen people who 
dwell within her settled boundaries. This 
beginning of work should be followed by 
other like stations as soon as may be. 

A final word may be said abou*^ 
Sacramento as demonstrating a mission- 
ary policy. Its history illustrates the 
value of supporting a missionary district 
even for a considerable length of time, 
for it shows an investment of money 
which in the end brings splendid results. 
For thirty-five years the Church at large 
assisted the work here. When the dis- 
trict was set off everyone expected that 
northern California would grow rapidly. 
Instead of this it was the south which 
developed, and an independent Diocese 
of Los Angeles could be established long 
before Sacramento could even hope for 
self-support During the long period of 
its existence as a missionary district, it 
probably cost the general Church 
$150,000. But the resiilt is now an in- 
dependent diocese 
with twenty-one 
self-supporting par- 
ishes and missions, 
and thirty other mis- 
sion stations partly 
sustained by the dio- 
cese. The endowment 
fund reaches $75,000, 
two-thirds of which 
came from the 
people themselves.

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Arbitration in the Arctic 



A compromise was finally arrived at 
by which both parties agreed to submit 
the case to arbitration. The judges 
chosen were the captain and marshall on 
board the Revenue Cutter Bear, and 
the marshall who had accompanied the 
white man. The lawyer represented the 
complainant, while the missionary ap- 
peared for the defendant. The court 
sat for fourteen hours, hearing evidence, 



and finally delivered an equitable 
verdict. 

This case is interesting because it has 
established the principle of arbitration 
instead of litigation along the north- 
western coast. This precedent has been 
followed during the present year at 
Point Barrow, and we hope will be the 
means of saving the natives much ex- 
pense and unnecessary delay.

MERCHANTS' OPINION OF FOREIGN MISSIONS 



THE San Francisco Associated Cham- 
ber of Commerce sent a representa- 
tive party of merchants to China last 
year in the endeavor to promote a bet- 
ter feeling of friendship between China 
and America, and also to increase and 
develop our commercial relations. See- 
ing that the Chinese missionaries were 
the pioneers of commerce in China, the 
commissioners were unintentionally 
drawn into the consideration of this sub- 
ject, which at the start was considered 
entirely outside their province. At first 
they were divided in their opinions — 
about one-third in favor, one-third 
against, and one-third undecided. But 
at the last meeting, held in Hongkong, 
the question was put squarely to the 
twenty-five commissioners, and a unani- 



mous vote recorded in favor of misaiona. 
In the opinion of the commission, if the 
missionaries had not pioneered the way, 
the commerce of China would be very 
small indeed, and it certainly would not 
be safe for foreigners to go into the in- 
terior. This was the candid opinion of 
twenty-five of the leading merchants of 
the Pacific Coast, selected from Spokane 
to San Diego. 

The official report says : "To the great 
work done by the missionaries in all 
parts of China is due, doubtless, in a 
large part, the wonderful progress made 
in education and commerce within recent 
years, and much of Chinese officialdom 
cheerfully extends them due credit,** 
Captain Robert Dollar.

At the annual convention held in Sacra- 
mento, May 14th, 1912, the following res- 
olution, presented by the Chancellor, Judge 
Chipman, was unanimously adopted: 

"Resolved, That the Bishop and Stand- 
ing Committee be and they are hereby au- 
thorized and directed to report at the next 
annual canvention a plan for the forma- 
tion of a Cathedral system, as contemp- 
lated by Article XXI of the Constitution; 
and to form a Cathedral Corporation, un- 
tier the laws of California, to take over 
and manage the properties to which title 
Is now in the Bishop, situated in the city 
of Sacramento, being part of the block of 
land bounded by 26th and 27th streets, 
Tnd M and N streets, which said proper- 
ties are hereby declared to be dedicated 
to the uses and purposes herein set forth." 

In order to give the diocese as full in- 
formation as possible upon this important 
subject we Issue this Cathedral number, 
containing refBults of study and correspond- 
ence covering several months. By care- 
ful analysis of this material, and study of 
tlie adaptability of systems already in suc- 
cessful operation to our special needs, we 
may hope to work out a plan upon which 
the next Convention may take intelligent 
SLCtion. 



The Cathedral Idea 



Bishop Doane, at Washington, D. 
May 8th, 1912: 

"It is a grave mistake to imagine that 
a Cathedral is a theory, a plaything, a 
fossil, a relic of the past. In the first 
place, th3 Diocese ought to recognize the 
Cathedral principle, just as truly as it 
o-ught to provide for the Bishop's House. 
In the one he is to live, discharging his 
temporal duties, exercising hospitality, 
etc. In the other, his spiritual functions 
are to find the field for their discharge. 
It was the very first phase of the localizing 
of the Church. And its establishment was 
the token and result of all missionary 
efforts; as when St. Paul put Timothy and 
Titus in Ephesus and Crete, to ordalu 
elders in every city; as when St. John 
addressed the Church in the seven cities 
of Asia, in the person of the Angel or 
Bishop of each, who was the center and 
representative of the whole Cnurch life. 
And out of this as an afterthought, but 
with attendant evils to which the Church 
is beginning to awaken, grew parcchial 
limits. It is needless to contrast the two 
systems. There is no antagonism. Each 
has its place. It is possible, I know, to 
point, in certain periods of the Chuich to 
the evils that encrusted this Cathedral 
idea. Bi|t that was when the Church 
idea submitted to the Erastianism of 
crown-appointed Bishops. And it is pos- 
sible, in days nearer to our own, to 
point to evils quite as great, in the nar- 
rowness and bitter rivalries among ad- 
joining parishes; the struggle, by evciry 
kind of illegitimate appeal, to get the 
largest income, and gather the largest 
numbers, which has threatened seriously 
to congregationalize the Church. We all 
know that parochial divisions, like the 
equator, are imaginary lines, and, unlike 
the equator, do not . encircle th ^ whole 
world, even of the city in which they are 
drawn. The Cathedral Church will be the 
place for the gatherings of the Clergy 
with the Bishop; the building for the sol- 
emn official acts of the Bishop, In ordina- 
tions and the gathering of Synods; the 
Church that shall be the bond of unity, 
and the point of meeting, among clergy- 
men otherwise narrowed and separated 
into personal interests alone. It will be 
the Church where a steady and unchang- 
ing system of ritual and service will be 
maintained, not subject to the interrup- 
tions or the variations which grow out 
of the frequent removals among the clergy. 
If one says this is Utopian, I say, 'Utopia 
is only another name for time,' I know 
that much of this is in the future, far 
beyond the life of any of you or of my- 
self. But the man is a fool who will not 
plant an acorn because it is not an oak. 
Ine Cathedral idea ha3 taken root in 
American soil, and our Aimerican soil is 
fruitful of quick growth^. W© are not 
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ahead, we are not even abreast of this 
great idea in America." 

BIstkop Lawrence, to Massachueetts Dio- 
cesan Convention, 1912: 

**The Episcopate of Bishop Paddock was 
marked by the creation of many parlehes 
and missions. The diocesan organization 
was loose and halting; the time had not 
come for unification. Then came the 
Episcopate of Phillips Brooks, which 
throagh his great personality created un- 
conscloofily a unity of spirit. My first 
work was to create a stronger diocesan 
unity, to bring jterishes and missions to 
a fuller knowledge of each other, and 
make the diocese realize Itself. Hence tha 
formation of an archdeacon system and 
the publication of a diocesan paper. Years 
ago it became clear that the next logical 
step must be a cathedral. It is the Bish- 
op's church, it is the people's church; it 
is the centre of administration of the 
whoie diocese. The foiin of organization, 
the Chapter, to which much thought was 
given, was reported to the Convention in 
1908. We believe that in its nice balance 
of the functions of the Bishop, the dio- 
cese and the congregation, and in its rep- 
resentative character the constitution is 
the best solution of an American Cathed- 
ral system. The purpose of a Cathedral 
is to give inspiration to the churches of 
the diocese and to weaken none. A large 
endowment is needed, which we believe 
the people of the diocese will give when 
plans are worked out. We have reached 
the time when with our unified diccese, 
our shifting populations, and our un- 
churched multitudes we shou'.d have one 
strong, inspiring cantre." 

Bishop Brewster, to Connecticut Dioceean 
Convention, 1912: 
*'The unit of Church life is the diocese. 
We come together in convention, i.hen 
separate for a year. We are largely a 
collection of parishes and missions. Our 
diocesan unity is to a large degree a Eenti- 
ment merely. It needs to be more vitaLy 
practical. The state symbolizes its unity 
in the Capitol. The Governor is not left 
to visit towns and meet people at dinneis 
or on the railway trains. In the Capitol 
is his official seat. There are the oflfic:s 
of other departments of the government. 
In the Christian Church it has through 
the ages seejued fitting that the head of 
a diocese should have his Cathedra, or 
official chair, in a building hence called 
a Cathedral Church. This custom was in 
our American Church life departed from, 
doubtless owing to English associations 
which a century ago disguised tne true 
conception of a Cathedral. I have long 
cherished the idea of a diocesan church. 
It has heen with me no sudden caprice. 
The essentials do not depend on size or 
architecture. Nor do I mean a nominal 
cathedral which shall be a parish church 
with a big name in competition with other 
parishes. There is little danger of over 



centralization. It is parochialism that im- 
pedes, and sometimes quite prevents 
practical dealings with pressing problems. 
To counteract its narrowness we need 
larger views, more generous alms. The 
cathedral idea allows the element of prog- 
ress. The parish Is naturally conservative, 
inelastic. The cathedral idea is not bound 
to a fixed type, is free, elastic, capable of 
adaptation. Essential to my conception 
of a cathedral is what I may call the dem- 
ocratic, popular element, belonging to the 
Catholic ideal of the Church. The people 
of the whole diocese should be repre- 
sented." 

Bishop Satterlee, in words now Incorpor- 
ated into the Constitution of the Wash- 
ington (D. C.) Cathedral: 

*'lst. It shall be a House of Prayer 
for all people, welcoming all who en.er its 
doors. It shall stand as a witness to Jesus 
Christ, to the faith once delivered, and for 
the ministration of Christ's holy Word and 
Sacraments. 

*'2d. It shall be the Bishop's church 
in which his Cathedra is placed. As he 
is called to an Apostolic office and Apost- 
olic duties are laid upon him, this cathed- 
ral chv.rch is to be so built and organized 
as to afford him full and free opportunity 
for discharging the responsibilities of his 
sacred office. 

"3d. It shall be the Mother Church of 
the diocese, maintaining and developing 
under the pastoral direction of the Bishop 
and the Dean, his vicar, the fourfold work 
of a Cathedral, namely, Worship, Missions, 
Education. Charity. The work of a 
Cathedral is not to be that of a parish 
church. Its sphere being above and be- 
yond that of a parish. So far from in- 
terfering with parochial life it is to be 
a help and inspiration To all the parishes 
of the diocese." 

A. J. Beresford Hcpe, on "Cathedrals In 
Their Missionary Aspect": 

"Is the Bishop to come among his fel- 
low-laborers as one without a local habi- 
tation and a name, as a supervisor rather 
than a father, with no church he can call 
his own, no altar at which he holds hin- 
self especially privileged and bound to 
minister, no body of chosen helpers, no 
central spot to which he can call together 
the faithful of his flock? Such Bishops 
we have often beheld; ard when the pre- 
late who finds himself by events not of 
his own making placed in that positiou, 
battles against its disadvantages, and per- 
haps succeeds in building up for himself 
those institutions of which at the begin- 
ning he felt the want, he merits indeed 
our warmest sympathies. But it is simply 
inconceivable that anyone could deliber- 
ately prefer unattached Episcopacy to a 
true Cathedral sy&tiem. Not only does 
an Episcopacy without a definite see con- 
tradict the uniform tradition of the whole 
Christian Church, but it is contrary to 
the plainest warnings of practical experr

fence. A Bishop who is known to the 
selected few in his parlor, and to the 
diocese in a public hall, may be respected 
officially and liked privately, but he will 
not be the Father in God, as that chief 
pastor will be whose place is at the altar 
of his own church. The Bishop must be 
a puppet, a tyrant or a constitutional 
ruler, and he can only be assuredly and 
completely the last if he governs from his 
cathedral among his Chapter with the 
consent of his synod. The essential req- 
risite is that no clergy^joan, no parish, no 
congregation and no member of that con- 
gregation should feel himeelf or itself a 
stranger to the Cathedral; that no one 
should look upon that Caithedral either 
as an isolated and unsympathizing insti- 
tution or an intrusive interloper. All this 
is beautiful in theory, but if It is to b3 



clergy of the diocese. Thus was formed 
the Chapter or Council. It would be 
greatly to the interest of the Church to 
extend the diocesan usefulness of the 
cathedral. This could best be done by 
removing as far as possible the ol ga clii> 
cal cnaracter of the Cathedral body, and 
allowing it to resume its original char- 
acter of a regulated democracy. As the 
history of dissent showed, men would not 
take a lively interest In any institution 
over which they had not some power of 
control. Each Cathedral body should be 
like a miniature Convocation, consisting 
of elected and ex-officio members.

realized much tact, much good temper 
and much firmness will be required." 

Canon Perry, "Relation of Cathedral to 
the Diocese," Lincoln, 1882: 

Canon Perry in a learned and lucid es- 
say traced the history of the Cathedral 
Church from the time when the Bishop 
first set up his Cathedra or chair of oftlce 
in the Chief Church of a city, surrounding 
himself with his assistants who at first all 
lived with him in the Cathedral City, 
whence they went forth into the sur- 
rounding country. In the earliest ages 
of the Church it was not the diocese that 
made the cathedral, but the cathedral that 
made the diocese. This consideration 
showed what an inadequate view was 
taken by those who looked on the cathed- 
ral as an ornamental adjunct. The dio- 
cese was formed upon and out of the 
cathedral. It was the very heart of the 
diocese; In the truest sense the mo. her 
church. The earliest relations of the 
clergy to the cathedral were represented 
by three stages: 1st All belonged to the 
Cathedral; 2d. All the Clergy of the city 
and neighborhood; 3d. Representative 



A. J. Beresford Hope, 1861; "The Cath- 
edral, Its Necessary Place," Bishop E. W.

Bishop Paret, Maryland: 

"When is it to be? As a working real- 
ity, we hope as soon as good and wise 
arrangements can be made for a Pro- 
Cathedral. We say good and wise, be- 
cause it will need much study and care 
and counsel. We need not be in haste. 
But so far ae the material ouilding is con- 
cerned, it is yet very many years in the 
future. Cathedrals are not built in haste. 
They grow. One generation begins and 
builds a part, and begins the use. The 
next generation adds to it A third gen- 
eration takes another step, and leaves 
yet room for growth. Some of the Cath- 
edrals in Europe took 700 or 800 years for 
growth to completenesar-^ j 
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**Large amounU for building will not be 
needed perhaps for a long time. But 
when the time shall come we have faith 
that Ood will be able to move hearts and 
open bands. Some persons whom He has 
blessed with wealth may be moved by Him 
to feel its responsibilities and its bleesed 
opportunities. It has been so in all the 
Church's history. There came a great 
need In our own Dioceee and God's Provi- 
dence sent in the Keerl bequest. In the 
case of the Cathedral in New York there 
were magnificent voluntary gifts. In the 



case of Washington, two conspicuous ones, 
one of $200,000, and one of $300,000, be- 
sides some grandly helpful smaller ones. 
And these came almost without solicita- 
tion. When the need came, God moved 
the hearts of His people, and when we 
know how grandly men can give for uni- 
versities and hospitals, and for purpcses 
much less helpful, we must believe that 
love for Chriat and His Church may be 
shown in like manner. Let us lay the 
foundation now in faith and hope, and in 
God's good time the fulfillment will come." 



Cathedral Systems 



W4SHINaTON. 

Government is vested in the Bishop and a 
Cathedral Chapter. 

There Is also a Cathedral Council to act as 
a Senatus Bpiscopi in accordance with an- 
cient precedent. 

The Chapter consists of 15 members. 

The two names, Board of Trustees and 
Cathedral Chapter, designate one and the 
same body. 

The Bishop Is ex-offlcio president of the 
Chapter and Chairman of Board of Trustees. 

The first members of the Chapter are the 
Bishop, two clergy, eleven laymen. They 
continue In office until their successors are 
appointed. 

As vacancies occur they are filled so that 
besides the Bishop, there shall be seven 
clergy and seven laymen, all communicants. 
These shall hold office for t^wo years and be 
eligible for re-election. 

All vacancies are filled by election by the 
Chapter, upon nomination by the Bishop. 

In case a person so nominated Is not 
elected the Bishop shall nominate another. 

Annual meeting of the Chapter In Advent. 
Pull report to be made by the Treasurer. 

Chapter may hold stated meetings as It 
shall appoint. 

Five members shall constitute a quorum. 

Special meetings may be called by the 
Bishop, the Dean, or three members of the 
Chapter. 

Officers of the Cathedral shall be the 
Bishop, Dean, Six Canons. Secretary and 
Treasurer. When the offlcs of Dean is va- 
cant the Bishop shall act as i>ean. Appoint- 
ments of Dean and Canons shall be male 
by the Chapter upon nomination by the 
Bishop. 

It a vacancy In the office of Dean or Canon 
continue unduly It shall be the Bishop's 
duty to nominate some fit person when re- 
quested In writing by a majority of the 
Chapter. 

The seven priests of the Chapter, accord- 
ing to ancient custom, shall be known as 
the Presbytery. 

Secretary, Treasurer and Finance Com- 
mittee shall be elected annually by the Chap- 
ter from among its own members. 



The Bishop shall have supreme control of 
the ritual and ordering of the Cathedral 
services. 

The Council shall devise ways and means 
tor furthering the work of the Cai.iedral 
and the Diocese, arrange for public and 
ecclesiastical functions, and in geneial act 
as the Bishop's advisory council In all mat- 
ters In which he shall seek their co-opera- 
tion. 

Members of the Council shall be known 
as the Cathedral Councillors, and shall con- 
sist of: 

The bishop, who shall be ex-offl(;lo Provost 
of the Council; the members of the Chapter; 
the members of the Standing Commute?; 
the Archdeacons; the Deputies of the Dio- 
cese to the General Convention; the mem- 
bers of the Board of Missions; the Chan- 
cellor of the . Diocese; the Secretary: the 
Treasurer; the Examining Chaplains of the 
Diocese. 

The Council may elect additional mem- 
bers to be called Honorary Canons, to serve 
for five years, not exceeding ten In all, as 
the Bishop may nominate; also Cathedral 
Lecturers. 

Honorary canons shall be required to 
preach at l?ast once a year, as directed by 
me bishop, and Cathedral bectureis 11 .e- 
wise. 

To each member of the Cathedral Council 
a stall shall be assigned In the Cathedral. 

NEW YORK. 

The constitution and statutes of the Ca- 
thedral of St. John the Divine were formed 
in 1873, and are still being revised and 
amended. They are not as modern or as ap- 
plicable as those of more recent date and 
of smaller dioceses. 
CanoM Geo. W. DinikIm writes: 

"I believe that In California the Bishop 
is a corporation sole, an immense advantasre, 
as it will enable you to hold the property 
safely without overhaste In grettingr a special 
charter and a special Board of Trustees. 
Tf these are once instituted it is almost Im- 
possible to Inaugrurate In America i.ie true 
Cathedral system, thougrh they have come 
pretty close to It in Washlngrton, J^p^t^J ^ 
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Senator ESdmunds and myself, at Bishop 
Pare* 8 request, drew up the first draft of 
the Constitution and Statutes. It is a pity 
to ffive the name, Cathedral, to an organ- 
ization which does not contain nor secure 
i.ie real thingr- The Cathedral system ought 
to and can supplement the parochial, but in 
America it seldom does. It will never be 
lilcea or supported until we have the real 
thing:; and it is bound to come in the end." 

BlMhop Gre«r, at Diocesan Convention. 1911, 
urges the Cathedral as the centre of the 
missionary work of the diocese, and recom- 
mends that three archdeacons for the dio- 
cese be maintained from Cathedral revenues, 
and not be permitted to act as rector or 
minister of a congregation. He states that 
the trustees are about to change the Con- 
stitution and Statutes so that a certain 
number of trustees shall be chosen each year 
by the convention, thus bringing the Cath- 
edral into vital and close touch with the 
diocese, and making it an open corporation. 

CATHEDRAL. OF GEORGIA. 

General Chapter: Bishop. Dean, Rectors in 
union, nvembers of Standing Committee, one 
lay representative from Cathedral congrega- 
tion and each church in union. 

Cathedral congregation entitled to one lay 
member o. General Chapter, to be chosen 
annually by the minor chapter of said 
church, on nomination of the bishop. 

Every s^lf-sustaining church in Atlanta 
in union with the Cathedral entitled to one 
lay representative, chosen by vestry, on nom- 
ination of the Bishop. 

Minor chapter of Cathedral to be Bishop, 
four Clergy, 10 Laymen, communicants, 
elected by congregation on nomination of 
the Bishop. If a nominee Is rejected other 
names to be submitted. , 

Functions of minor chapter same as vestry 
of parish church. Dean and assistant to be 
called or elected by minor chapter on nomi- 
nation of the Bishop. 

Any self-supporting church within the city 
of Atlanta may become "In union" with the 
Cathedral by permission of the Bishop and 
due resolution of Its vestry, provided that 
such resolution be previously approved • by 
a parish meeting. Any caurch " in union" 
may withdraw therefrom under like condi- 
tions. 

Members of General Chapter and success- 
ors are incorporated under name of >t. Phil- 
ip s Cathedral.

Name of Corporations ^Blahop and Chap- 
ter of the Cathedral Church of St. PauL** 

a he Chapter: the Bishop, Archdeacon, two 
resident priests called canons, seven laymen. 

Powers. Of Bishop: Every act of Chapter 
legislation requires his signature; nominates 
to the Chapter the canons and chancellor: 
presides: shall have use of Cathedral Church 
at his absolute discretion; his right to use 
Cathedral Church for services, sacraments, 
preaching whenever he pleases. 

Of Members: Bishop to ^e Dean; Arch- 
deacons and School Wardens ex-ofTlcIo; can- 



ons elected by the Cha|>ter; also C: ancellor 
and Treasurer. Five .aymen to be electee} 
annually by the congregation of St. Paurs 
Cathedral Church.

l^embers: Bishop, i^ean, two canons, two 
laymen of Cathedral congregation, three 
honorary canons, one layman from each 
deanery, the Chancellor, Standing Committee, 
Registrar. Treasurer, all communicants. 

The Cathedral Church to be erected by this 
corporation shall be not merely a Parish 
Church, but the Central Church of said dio- 
cese. 

The Bishop is the head of the Cathedral 
and Chapter. He snail have his chair with- 
in t»ie chancel on the right of the altar, 
shall direct all services, preside, etc. He is 
allowed thirty days to grive assent or diesent 
to acts of the Chapter, and until the expira- 
tion of that time the act shall be suspended.

Chapter: Bishop, Dean, Standing Commit- 
tee, Chancellor, Treasurer, two vestrymen 
of Christ Church Cathedral elected by con- 
gregation, two clergymen and two lay.ren 
elected by Convention, and five persons ap- 
pointed annually by the Bishop. 

Meetings quarterly. Officers elected are 
Treasurer, Secretary, a Minor Chapter with 
powers of Executive Committee. 

Has care of education, charity, Sunday 
School work. Missionary work of diocese, re- 
ports upon all to annual Convention. 

LONG ISLAND. 

ConntltutioB of **The Cathedral of th# 
carnation. In the diocese of Lons I»land»** a 
corporate body. 

The Chapter: Bishop and eleven others. 
Bishop is official head and president. There 
shall be five priests and six laymen, all com- 
municants. 

The Electoral Body: The following togeth- 
er with the Bishop and Chapter shall be 
electors of the Cathedral: Standing Commit- 
tee, Deputies to General Convention, me n- 
bers of Board of Missions, Secretary of Dio- 
cese, Treasurer of Diocese, Trustees of Epis- 
copal Fund, Committee on Christian Educa- 
tion. The Electoral Body has power to elect 
Dean. Clergy and canons upon nomination 
ot the Bishop, also a V^-Chancellor and 
Treasurer 'romp.gt^eg^^IxQ^yggl^e lay

The Electoral Body may, on the Bishop's 
nomination, elect four minor canons who 
must be unmarried, under 30 when elected, 
and live in common in the clergy house.

Chapter consists of Bishop, Dean, 2 clergy 
and 2 laymen elected by annual convocation, 
1 clergyman or layman appointed by the 
Bishop at convocation.

Chapter consists of Bishop. On whom aa 
trustee the Cathedral property is vested), 
three or more priests of the diooese known 
as Dean and Canons, eight laymen, one be- 
ing the Chancellor of the diocese all com- 
municants. 

T..e Electors are the following: The Bish- 
op, the Chapter, the rural Deans of the dio- 
cese. President of Stand. ng Committee,

CALIFORNIA. 

Bishop, five clergy and six laymen form a 
corporation or Chapter, with power to elect 
Its own successors. Bishop nominates for 
clerical vacanc:e8; Standing Comrhlttee for 
lay vacancies. Chapter appoints a Cathed- 
ral Committee to act as local vestry. Dean 
and i^anons are elected by the Chapter, on 
the Hishop's nomination.

Uishop Morrison writes: 

"When I came to Iowa I found that Grace 
Cathedral had been organized as a Cathedral, 
but that it had practically been a parish 
c.urch. I came to t.ie conclusion that under 
the conditions of the diocese, and in partic- 
ular of Davenport, the see city, it was best 
that it should be made a parish. I hold the 
title as Bishop of the diocese but the parish 
itself is organised under the canons with 
rector, wardens and vestrymen." 

ARKANSAS. 

Bishop Brown writes: 

"The Cathedral in the diocese of Arkansas 
is the Bishop's Church. The canonical law 
of the diocese recognises Trinity Church. 
Little Rock, as the Cathedral, but gives no 
directions about administering It as such. 1 
have really made a parochial church of our 
Cathedral parish." 

SPRINGFIELD. 
St. rmuVm Pro-Catbedral Ch«reli» Sprlaiifleld^ 
IIUmoIs. 

Ven. P. A. De Rosset, rector, writes: 
"We have no Cathedral system in the dio- 
cese of Springfield. This parish Is In all 
respects governed by rector, wardens and 
vestrymen, and derives its income from 
rented pews, pledges and voluntary offerings. 
Some 28 years ago it offered itself to Bishop 
Seymour for his cathedral. He replied that 
he could not accept it as such, but would 
accept It as his pro-cathedral, which would 
make it his church and always at his dis- 
posal. This has worked well. However, 
there can be no true Cathedral without Dean 
and Chapter, composed of clergy and laity, 
and an endowment sufficient to sustain fre- 
quent services. A Cathedral with rector, 
wardens and vestry is such In name only." 

CHICAGO. 

Bishop Anderson writes: 

"There Is really no literature bearing on 
the Cathedral system of the diocese of Chi- 
cago. The Cathedral property Is owned by 
the Bishop In his official capacity, together 
with the Clergy House. The Bishop appoints 
the Dean and the clergy. The Cathedral is 
entitled to representation in the Convention 
on the same basis as a parish church." 

INDIANAPOLIS. 

Bishop Francis writes: 

"We have no Cathedral system In the dio- 
cese of Indianapolis, though there was at 
one time a so-called Cathedral, which was 
nothing more nor less than a parish church." 

UTAH. 

St. Mark*» Cathedral, Salt Lake. 

Bishop Spalding writes: 

"As far as I can discover St. Mark's Ca- 
thedral is a parish church. In the early days 
the Bishop was the rectorr>^and belive the 
Digitized by VjOOQlC 
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Bishop's church It was called a Cathed.al. 
Now the Bishop is in name rector, thouffh 
In reality the Dean Is priest in Charge, the 



Bishop having this simple right — tliat. of 
confirming the election of the Pean by the 
Vestry." 



Analysis of Cathedral Statutes 



Two classes in American Church: 

A. — Real Cathedial systems, In which the 
whole Diocese is represented, sharing in its 
government. 

B. — *-So-called Cathedrals," 'Cathedrals in 
name only." being parish systems, locally 
administered, having no diocesan or general 
character. 

The latter are useful where the best can- 
no* be had. . In California. NTassachusetts 
and elsewhere, parishes cheerfully gave up 
their limitations to become the Cathedral of 
the diocese. In Sacramento a parish organ- 
ization has been avoided fiom the beginning, 
and the way is open to form a real Cathed- 
ral system. We need therefore consider 
only Class A. 

WHAT WB FIND IN AMERICAN 
CATHEDRALS. 

I. Features common to all: 

i*he Bishop is the spiritual and executi.e 
head, directs the ritual, has the use of the 
church at any time, has his Cathedra Oi* 
Chair In the chancel at the right of tne 
altar. 

Bishop and Chapter constitute V.ie ru.ing 
body. 

Bishop nominates Dean and canons to the 
Chapter, which elects. 

Dean is the Bishop's Vicar. 

Bishop acts as Dean when there is a va- 
■cancy. 

In Georgia the Bishop nominates Dean and 
canons not to the Chapter but to a minor 
•chapter (equivalent to a vestry) whicn elects, 
which seems to deprive the diocese at latge 
of a voice in the election of a Dean.

A Word from Our Own Bishop 



I care more for the Cathedral system than 
for the building itself. I value the Idea 
because it helps the diocese to realize its 
unity in Christ. A living Church, too, must 
meet modern needs by new agencies. The 
parishioner is on the wing. He Is baptized 
in one place, confirmed away from home, 
married somewhere else. He moves about 
and loses connection with any parish. He 
Is not sure where he belongs. The newly 
ordained priest wants work, not stagna- 
tion. He would give himself eagerly to 
centres of population, visiting, social activ- 
ities; or extending the mission frontier. 
Parishes are necessary, but thousands can- 
not be reached by the parish system. Spe- 
cialists are needed, archdeacons, visitors, or- 
ganizers, social workers, explorers, going out 
from a Cathedral centre to rural sections. 
Here are the steps we ought to take in 
the diocese of Sacramento: 

1st. Enroll a large number of supporters 
upon the Cathedral staff from all over the 
diocese. The amount contributed is not im- 
portant, the personal Interest Is. 

2d. Make endowments. The Immediate 
need is for (1) more clergy, <2) an arch- 
deacon, (3> a deaconess or visitor. The last 
is an Imperative necessity and would cost 
but $600 annually, ihe Increasing popula- 
tion of the see city cannot be taken care of 
or newcomers discovered without moie 
workers. 

3d. Erection of buildings. This can wait, 
and when the time comes for building Sac- 
ramento city should take the lead.

The land reeerved for Cathedral pur- 
poeee in the diocese of Sacramento is val- 
ued at 150,000, heing a full half block. 
There are valuable improvements, includ- 
ing Epi9copal residence, Catliedral House, 
and five cottages, making prei^nt assets of 
about $110,000 and no debt. The first 
the permanent stone buildings was the 
gift of Mrs. Thomas J. Emery of Cincin- 
nati, whose letter of donation is here 
printed for the first lime: (

Rt. Rev. W. H. Moreland,

Sacraonento, Cal. 
Dear Sir: 

I have read with interest your letter of 
March 25th and have carefully considered 
the pressing needs and the opportunities 
of your diocese a& so vividly presented to 
me. 

My huaband, Thomas J. Emery, was for 
many years a citizen of your state, and as 
an owner of property in San Francisco 
made many visits to the coast and became 
deeply interested in the growth and wel- 
fare of yoflir country- 

Appreciating that whatever is under- 
taken by you as bishop has been well con- 
sidered and will be forever permanent un- 
der the direction of our Church, I have 
concluded, if you and your co-workers al- 
low me the privilege, to furnish the fund;^ 
for the erection of the Cathedral Parish 
Hou«e as a memorial to my two sons. 

As I understand from your letter that 
you have had estimates made as to the 
coet of such a building, to be erected on 
your present church property and to be 
the nucleus of a permanent cathedral 
plant to be built of stone, I hand you here- 
with a draft to your order for Twenty-five 
Thousand Dollars ($25,000) which you 
will accept, in a Resolution or Declaration 
of Trufft by your cathedral corporation or 
such body as is authorized to receive funds 
and carry out the provisions of such trust, 
on the following conditions: 

I. That for the said sum of $25,- 
000, and its accumulations from 
prompt and careful inv€stmen% you 
will design and erect a complete 
building In stone in the character of 
the proposed cathedral plant on such 
plans and specifications as may be 
adopted for the whole group of build- 
ings as a Cathedral Parish House, 
said building to be erected upon the 
present church property and to be 
kept insured. 

II. That said building shall "be for 
the use oi sucn organizations as the 
Bishop of Northern California shall 
designate and shall be considered and 
used as part of the cathedral of that 
diocese. 



III. That said Cathedral Parish 
House shall be a memorial to my two 
sons and so designated by a suitable 
tablet, to be furnished by me and at- 
tached to the building at such time 
as shall be agreeable to me or my 
represen ♦atii ves. 

IV. That in no way shall my name 
or identity, for the present and until 
such time as may be agreeable to me, 
be disclosed in connection with this 
gift. 

You will observe that the sum given,, 
with itis accumulations, shall cover the 
cost of a complete building, to include 
heating piant and its fixtures, lighting fix- 
tures and such interior decorations aa 
painting, but not furnishings. It is my 
conviction tiaat the furnishings of such a 
building as this, which is to be for social 
purposes, should be the gift of these who 
are to use It or who are actively interested 
to secure their co-operation and continued 
interest. I would also make it perfectly 
clear that the total coet of the completed 
structure, ready for occupancy except for 
the furnishings, must be approximately 
$25,000 and not to exceed in any way the 
amount of the gift and its accumulations. 

I have taken the precaution of writing 
so explicitly and formally so that there 
will be no misunderstanding with the in- 
tent that, if the terms of the gift are 
acceptable, no time need be loot in start- 
ing to plan to build at once. I shall be 
very glad indeed to receive sketches show- 
ing what you propose to do and also to 
hear from time to time of the progress 
made.

On September 21, 1909, Mrs. Emery 
generously made a further donation of 
$500u, the original sum being found insuf- 
ficient. On October 8, 1909 the corner- 
stone of the splendid stone building was 
laid, and on Sept 23, 1910 the Cathedral 
House was opened amid great rejoicing. 
Since that time it has been in constant 
use by the Cathedral parish and as dio- 
cesan headquarters. The conventions of 
the diocese and the great council of the 
EMghth Missionary Department in 1911 
have been held there. A diocesan library 
is being collected there, and the "Sacra- 
mento Missionary" has an office in the 
building. The general puhlic have wel- 
comed the auditorium for art and social 
uses, thereby providing an income which 
has been applied to current expenses. The 
Convention of the diocese assumed the 
expenses of maintenance, authorizing the 
Standing Committee to draw for these on 
the treasurer of the diocese when necessary. 
The building is already of indispensable 
value to the church, and will become inpTfi 
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80 when ladequately furnlahed. The total 
final cost was $30,746.86. The building 
•conunittee was the Bishop, Mr. C. B. Bills 
and Mr. L. G. Shepard. The Tru&tees of 
the diocese accepted reeponsiMlity of pro- 
nouncing the work satisfactory, the bills 
paid and the trust fulfilled. Title to th s 



hemtiiul building still rests in tne Bishop 
as a corponlioa sole, and passes to a 
Cathedral corporattloii as soon as such cor- 
poration Is formed. This diocese will ever 
hold in honored esteem the nam# of Thom- 
as J. Bmery and cherish the memory of 
Mrs. Emery, its benefactress. 



Bishop's Visitations 



The annual Convention now meeting in 
May makes it necessary to hold mere Con- 
firmations in the fall than heretofore, in 
^rder that the whole field may be coverel 
within the Convention year. It also seems 
desirable that the Bishop snould give more 
personal attention to the see city and 
Cathedral parish, where the needs are 
great and population Increasing. With 
these facts In mind the following schedule 
has been arranged. The B.shop will give 
Sunday mornings In October, November 
and December to the Pro-Cathedral at the 
request of the people of the congregation; 
and has planned to reach some other point 
for eveniing service and Confiimation the 
Bame day. It ds surprising to observe 
what a large number of places can now 
be served cx)nvenienJly from Sacramento. 
Twenty-eight towns can be reached after a 
Sunday morning service in time for an 
evening Confirmation. Most cf the near- 
by places are here scheduled to receive 
evening visitations during the autumn 
months. The distant parishes have teen 
given dates In winter and spring, while 
summer and early fall are given to coun- 
ties which are not open to easy travel in 
the wei season. By this general plan we 
shall grlve every part of the diccsse time 
for Its spiritual reaping, without concen- 
trating so much as heretofore in the 
Lenten season. The clergy are asked to 
conform to the change and adapt the ex- 
pectations of their people to the new 
schedule. Any Inconvenience or special 
difficulty will be gladly adjusted.

The followInK canonical offerlnKs are re- 
quired of all parishes and missions, and im- 
mediately on being: received are to be sent to 
Frank H. Denman, Treasurer of the Dtocese, 
Pctalnma, California. 

1. Church BztensloB. This Is for diocesan 
missions and aggressive work in our own 
field. The minimum required of each par- 
ish and mission is a fixed obligation. 
Failure to pay the assessment causes for- 
feiture of right of representation at an- 
nual convention. Sunday School Advent 
offerings are applied to tlils object. 

2. General Mltwlons. This is for our appor- 
tionment as fixed by the General Board. 
Sunday School Lenten offerings and 
Woman's Auxiliary special gifts are ap- 
plied to this object. 

3. Dloce«an Fund. This is for central and 
administrative expenses of the Diocese, 
and is a legal obligation. The schedule 
of amounts assessed to each parish under 
the three above heads will be found in 
another part of this paper. 

4. Home of the Merdfvl Saviour. This of- 
fering is optional and is asked of all 
parishes at Thanksgiving or Christmas. 

5. Ased and Inflnn Clergy Relief. This is 
the only means we have of taking care 
of our worn-out clergy. Take the offer- 
ing at Christmas or Thanksgiving.

We take pleasure in laying before the 
diocese this Rectory Number. It is en- 
couraging to note that of our twenty-four 
parishes but four are without rectories, 
and of our missions with resident priests 
only eight are unsupplied with rectories. 
This Is an excellent record. It is time, 
however, for a forward movement along 
this line. The four parishes without rec- 
tories can afford *o secure them equally 
with the twenty who have done so. Sev- 
eral of the missions can do the same. The 
purpose of this Rectory Number is to show 
how these rectories were obtained, their 
value to the congregations, their useful- 
ness to the clergyman in doing his work, 
their economy as a business investment. 
We hope to start every congregation and 
vestry which has no rectory talking of the 
importance of getting one without delay. 

The Item of Rent. 

To do his best work the clergyman must 
live in the midst of his people. That 
means a high rent, for where the people 
are the rents go up. Imagine a man with 
family paid a salary of $1,000 to $1,200, 
out of which he has to pay $250 or $300 
for rent. How much does that leave for 
the family in these days of high cost of 
living? The fact is, parishes which offer 
no better salary than this now stay vacant. 
A clergyman simply does not dare to risk 
going there if he has to pay rent. Either 
he cannot pay his bills or depends on 
private means. The free rectory, however 
modest, means the difference between an 
open church and a closed one In many 
places. 

The rectory is a partial endowment 
The rectory is not first for the rector's 
comfort, but for the people's advantage. 
It is a form of parish endowment. It 
means a wider choice of men open to the 
parish, and probably a stronger leader. 
Also, the clergyman can do better work. 
A man continually hampered by petty econ- 
omies and anxieties cannot give his best 
service to the people. The work suffers 
through his meagre salary. A rectory is 
a great relief to this strain. Parishes can 
afford to build a rectory when they can- 
not afford to increase the salary. The 
rectory is a permanent asset and a partial 
endowment of the parish. The poorer the 
congregation the more it needs this en- 
dowment. Therefore to a poor parish a 
rectory is an absolutely necessary economy 
if it is to have a rector at all. 

The Place for the Rectory. 

The ideal location is right alongside the 
church. The true pastor wants to serve 
his people, is anxious to be used, there- 
fore wants to live where everybody can 
find him. The merchant may live far 
from his store, the lawyer from his office, 
the teacher may dwell out of town, but 
the rectory is office, home and social cen- 
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tre in one. No congregation wants to see 
its clergyman living in a tenement, or 
occupying cramped quarters where oppor- 
tunity for private counsel is impossible. 
Therefore every parish or mission that 
wants its pastor near the centre in a place 
convenient to the people, will build a 
rectory. 

How Rectories Are Obtained. 
The first step is the resolution. We must 
have one. we will have one. Then the 
method best adapted to the particular place 
will be selected. The experiences of 
other places in the diocese set forth in 
this number will be very helpful. The 
vestry may borrow half the money neces- 
sary to buy or build, install the rector, 
allow him to pay interest on the mortgage 
instead of rent, which will be a great re- 
duction in his monthly expense. The 
guilds will work to extinguish the debt, 



unexpected donations will be made. The 
clergyman's rent is getting smaller an- 
nually, and in a little while disappears 
altogether. 

It is better where possible to relieve the 
rector even of the interest. The vestry 
or one of the guilds can take care of it. 

A debt of this sort is no injury to a 
parish, if not excessive. It gives an ob- 
ject for all to work for. It draws out the 
sympathy and interest of the entire com- 
munity. The mere passage of time ac- 
complishes the acquisition of a home, 
which now becomes part of the permanent 
endowment of the parish. In any case the 
Clergyman has to pay rent, and if there is 
no rectory neither he nor the parish has 
anything to show for it year after year 
but a package of receipts. The securing 
of a rectory is therefore a sound business 
investment.

Petalama« 

This rectory was built and furnished iu 
1874 by the work of the women of the 
parish. In 1896 it was raised, renovated, 
and a new porch and veranda added, 
which, with a new coat of paint, made 
almost a new building of it. On arrival 
of the assistant rector in September, 1911. 
it was again taken in hand by the ladies, 
the interior repapered and refurnished, 
once more making it a most pleasant, de- 
sirable home. Although the building is 
thirty-eight years old it has been so well 
cared for by loving hearts and willing 
hands that it is practically a modern, two- 
story residence, good for many more years. 

JOHN PARTRIDGE. 

[Editor's note: Suppose the clergy of 
St. John's. Petaluma, had paid, say $300, 
annually, for the equivalent of this rectory. 
In thirty-eight years they would have ex- 
pended $11,400, with nothing permanent 
gained in exchange for so large a sum.] 
Yreka. 

St. Mark's rectory was built about 1886. 
and cost $1500. It was erected on church 
property alongside the church. The money 
was raised through sales, entertainments 
and gifts. An active Woman's Guild was 
the instrument, and everybody helped. 
For a building twenty-five years old it is 
in good condition. It has proved an ex- 
cellent investment. If St. Mark's were 
vacant and a clergyman of another dio- 
cese were offered the charge, and was told 
he had to rent a house and ship his fur- 
niture to Yreka, the poor man (and If he 
were a missionary he would be a poor 
man) would think twice, yes, three or 
four times, before he — declined. So the 
rectory has been a great aid in securing 
and retaining rectors. The location is 
good, opposite the courthouse where pros- 
pective couples apply for marriage licenses. 
Being next to the church It Is not difficult 
for needy persons to find the rectcr when 



they seek comfort, counsel and coin. The 
rectory being on the church lot. many 
Sunday school children consider all things 
in or about it common property; but by 
the law of compensation we must expect 
advantages and detriments in all things. 
It is the desire of the present rector that 
the rectory may stand uninjured by fire or 
storm through years to come — unless the 
insurance would be enough to build a bet- 
ter one. JAMES M. WRIGHT. 

Benicia. 

The rectory was given to the church in 
1864 by Col. Julian McAllister. He was 
serving as lay reader during the absence 
of the acting rector. Rev. James Cameron, 
fbut was ordered east to take charge of 
the defenses of New York harbor. Be- 
fore leaving he made this generous dona- 
nation, this being one of his many lib- 
eral acts. The rectory has always typified 
the ideal home life and a gracious wel- 
come has not only been extended to all 
by the past clergymen and their families, 
but also by our present rector and his 
estimable wife. Rev. and Mrs. B. E. DIggs. 

MRS. M. J. G. GRAY. 
Saisun. 

The value of a rectory as a business in- 
vestment is well illustrated in Suisun. For 
a number of years it was occupied by a 
rector. When population and consequent 
financial ability was reduced the rectory 
was rented, and at this time produces a 
steady revenue, which enables the people 
to compensate the rector of St. Paul's, 
Benicia. for half his time. In September, 
T901. the vestry voted to buy the lot and 
cottage next the church at a cost of $950. 
In October an addition was made at a cost 
of $289.36. A kitchen range, etc., was 
added at a cost of $56.65, making the total 
expense $1276.01. This was paid in the 
first instance by a loan at the bank, and ln| 
due time liquidated thr©«ii^fegcth^Vesfc>i8)gfl< 
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the. Ladies' Guild assisted by voluntary 
donations from members of the parish. 

JAMES U. SPENCE. 
Grass Valley. 
Emmanuel parish has one of the most 
comfortable and well furnished rectories 
in the diocese. It was acquired eleven 
years ago through the active leadership 
of Rev. W. H. Fenton-Smith, who was 
backed up vigorously by the Woman's 
Guild. One devoted woman, Mrs. Israel 
Quick, was instrumental in raising $1000, 
and the balance was entirely paid within 
a year or two. This parish could not sup- 
port a rector without the help of the 
rectory. 

Napa. 

St. Mary's bought the corner residence 
near the church six years ago. It was a 
fine investment. At first the clergy paid 
a small rental. Recently the entire debt 
was cleared off. The parish has a very 
valuable property and has never regretted 
its act of courage and faith in securing the 
rectory in which the rectbr and family are 
now happily installed. 

Santa Rosa. 

We show a cut of the beautiful rec.ory 
at Santa Rosa which, with its lawn and 
spacious grounds, is one of the show places 
of the diocese. The land was bought at a 
low price, vestry, people and community 
all uniting to pay off the debt, and to 
Rev. A L. Burleson belongs the chief cred- 
it of this excellent accomplishment. 
Oroville. 

The new building at Oroville, erected 
through the energy and ability of Rev. D. 
E. Holt, upon land secured by Rev. W. L. 
Clark, is unique in construction, combin- 
ing the advantages of rectory and parish 
house. The foundations are of concrete 
and the building material of excellent 
quality, these being furnished by Binet 
Bros., who are valued members of the 
church. Mr. Holt and his family are com- 
fortably lodged in the top apartment, the 
second floor is used as a chapel, and the 
spacious ground floor Is very useful for 
guild and social purposes. An income is 
derived from rentals which is liquidating 
the debt of $3500, the original cost being 
$6000. Here is a notable instance of a 
pmall group of church people securing a 
splendid equipment with almost no risk, 
and enjoying thereby the luxury of a resi- 
dent priest which the stipend alone could 
not command. 

Jackson. 

No missions have ever faced more diffi- 
cult conditions than Jackson and Sutter 
Creek in Amador county. Both are min- 
ing towns, with much foreign and fluctuat- 
ing population. Here a rectory was a ne- 
cessity, or two nice little churches would 
have to stay closed. In 1902 Rev. Wm. 
Tuson, with conquering faith, started the 
movement. The ever reliable women, 
through their guilds, both in Jackson and 
Sutter Creek, carried through a public 



suoecription. The bishop secured a con- 
ditional subscription which led to the com- 
plete payment of the debt. Now the new 
clergyman comes to a comfortaible home, 
newly fitted with modern plumbing, and 
the possession of tnis modest rectory is 
seen to be the key to the holding for 
Christ of an entire county. 

Colusa. 

The dainty little rectory here is well 
built, cost only about $1100 at first, and 
has since been much improved. It is a 
model rectory for any mission or small 
parish. The people paid for it without 
any trouble. It means a resident priest. 
Ferndale. 

The rectory here Is a charming little 
home with every convenience and modem 
adornment. It Is new, very up to date 
and carried out in excellent taste. The 
people began saving for a rectory while 
Rev. A. L. Mitchell was rector, buying 
shares of Building and Loan stock. When 
Mr. Hitchcock came with his mother they 
added a few hundreds by popular sub- 
scription and the thing was done. It Is 
easy for any place to have a rectory If it 
really wants it. 



We are not able to present cuts of all 
our rectories in this Issue. Eureka Is well 
equipped, Placerville has a house with two 
acres of ground and a debt, Chico gets a 
good house with its new site, the Pro- 
Oathedral rectory is diocesan property, 
Vallejo has an old house on a magnificent 
site and a small debt. Woodland has an 
excellent dwelling, Auburn has recently 
doubled the capacity of its rectory. Clover- 
dale has an ideal country parsonage, and 
Lakeport has just paid the last dollar on 
its spacious two-story building on the 
shores of the lake and which at present 
is rented out.

Several of 
our leading parishes which have never 
failed before are not on the honor roll 
this year. The places which gave in full 



are no stronger financially than those 
which did not, but THE KING'S BUSI-

Mrs. M. J. Pierce of Petaluma, Corres- 
ponding Secretary of the Woman's Auxil- 
iary, has gone abroad for a year. The 
duties of her office will be undertaken by 
Mrs. E. D. Seaton, Recording Secretary, 
ot Santa Rosa. 

Rev. F. W. Crook of Uklah met with a 
painful accident this summer while visit- 
ing in Salt Lake City. Falling from a 
street car he smashed several small bones 
of his right hand and dislocated three 
fingers. He has returned to his usual 
duties, but must defer writing until the 
bones are knit. 

The church and rectory at Jackson were 
freshly painted during the summer in an- 
ticipation of the coming of Rev. C. H. Lake 
with his wife and family and their first 
born baby.

Stirring up the 
boys to spiritual zeal is having an excellent 
effect. Mrs. Geo. H. Kellogg of Berkeley 
most kindly visited us in August giving an 
instructive, cheering and uplifting address, 
treating principally of reasons why as 
Christian women we ought to give hearty 
support to the Woman's Auxiliary. It 
came out that Mrs. Kellogg's father, Rev. 
Dudley Ohase, was one of the first clergy- 
men in Petaluma, the speaker herself re- 
membering the place as a child.

Dear Women of the Auxiliary: — Again 
the voice of our Bishop sounds a "call to 
arms," and I trust the women of our 
diocese will respond as loyally as they did 
two years ago to the apipeal for a disabled 
clergyman. This time it comes from the 
Indian work which has lately been taken 
up in Siskiyou county. Mr. and Mrs. 
Shea are living among the Indians and 
besides maintaining church services and 
Sunday school have begun day school. 
Many baptisms have been administered, 
and the Indians are very eager to learn 
But the condition of filth and poverty 
which they are living in is almost inde- 
scribable, and one of the first requisites 
is clothing and underwear for the entire 
camp. 

Our bishop asks us to send in aid as 
quickly as possible before the winter sets 
in. Let usi respond to the utmost of our 
ability, and not only send to the camp 
all we can gather ourselves, but also in- 
terest others in these "wards of the 
church,*' as they have now become. 

Mr. Shea asks for shoes, stockings, un- 
derwear, second-hand clothing and bed- 
ding for the Indian men, women and child- 
ren. They are in absolute want, and their 
clothing is but mere rags. We must re- 
lieve their material wants before we can 
hope to bring them to that spiritual plane 
which our Father wishes all His children 
tp enjoy, no matter what their color. 
Please send direct to Mr. Shea all articles 
that you can gather and inform our secre- 
tary as to the date of sending and the 
value of the box.

This is 
the only means we have of taking care 
of our worn-out clergy. Take the offer- 
ing at Christmas or Thanksgiving.

In our last issue we showed how neces- 
sary a rectory is to the efficiency of the 
parish, and that in fact without a rectory 
many of the churches in our diocese would 
1 emain closed. In this number of the 
"Missionary" we present the importance 
of the parish house or guild hall. Al- 
though not so essential to the very exis- 
tence of the church as the rectory, the 
guild hall is, nevertheless, of great value. 

As a Social C^ter 
There must be a center in every parish 
where the people can come together so- 
cially. The secret of parochial feebleness 
in many places is the lack of social unity, 
me people seldom come together, are not 
interested in one another as fellow Chris- 
tians. "Bear ye one another's burdens, 
and so fulfill the law of Christ," has no 
practical expression. In church the con- 
gregation learns of its oneness in Christ, 
is taught that "if one member suffer all 
the members suffer with it; or one mem- 
ber be honored, all the members rejoice 
with It." They disperse after church and 
perhaps never even meet their fellow com- 
municants. There is no realization of the 
one Divine life flowing In all, no com- 
pact union of hearts and wills such as 
must be had if the great Cause in which 
all are enlisted is to be actively advanced. 
There must be (1) mutual acquaintance; 
(2) Christian affection; (3) holy en- 
thusiasm. How are these to be developed? 
There needs to be a parish house or guild 
uall where the people can meet, a work- 
shop, a place where all can sit and break 
bread about a common table. Here ves- 
try and church officers can meet those 
whom they represent, learn the mind of 
the congregation, give account of their 
stewardship. Here all may take counsel 
together how to strengthen and promote 
the Kingdom of Christ. 

As a Place of Ehitertainment 

Our churches being consecrated and set 
apart from all secular uses, however in- 
nocent or laudable in themselves, we need 
an unconsecrated hall where the instinct 
of pleasure and love of recreation may be 
exercised by church people. The parish 
house affords this relief. There may be 
held lectures, bazaars, picture shows, 
dramas, even occasional dances under 
proper chaperonage. Many of our guild 
halls are of great value in this way. In 
the larger cities young people are drawn 
away from places of doubtful or evil as- 
sociations to find innocent pleasure there. 
In the country often the guild hall is the 
only place for making acquaintances and 
welcoming the stranger. Everywhere the 
building justifies itself in social value, and 
produces a revenue which not only takes 
care of its own expenses but provides a 
considerable portion of the support of the 
parish. Where we havei<T^n activ» ajuild 
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and a guild hall, there the future of the 
church is positively assured. 

As a Temporary Church 
Some of our most successful parishes, 
worshiping today in beautiful churches, 
began in guild halls. Where our members 
are few it is wise to erect a guild hall first. 
This can be beautifully equipped with an 
altar, chancel furniture and every acces- 
sory of worship, all of which may be 
screened on week days. The building is 
in frequent use for suppers, bazaars, so- 
cial gatherings, sewing circles during the 
week. All the while the congregation is 
gathering strength by its activities, guild 
savings are increasing, ambition is grow- 
ing. By and by the people will not be 
satisfied with half a church. They will 
demand a consecrated building and will 
be strong enough to build it and pay for 
it. 

What Experience Teaches 

That no parish will become strong in 
Christian life where the people do not 
come together. This is a fatal weakness 
with many congregations. When clergy 
and vestrymen, who are themselves faith- 
ful to every duty, tell their financial 
troubles to the Bishop, h« nearly always 
finds that the congregation as a whole 
almost never meets. There is no report- 
ing of conditions to the people, no public- 
ity, no mutual counseling'. Often the 
clergyman vexes himself with pecuniary 
problems which are not his business at 
all. The vestry assumes burdens without 
throwing them on the right shoulders — 
the people's. Things are done in private. 
The congregation is kept in ignorance. 
They are so accustomed to slide responsi- 
bility upon others that even at annual 
parish meeting a mere handful will attend. 
It is certain that people will not be in- 
terested in matters of which they are ig- 
norant. Every soul must be made to feel 
responsibility. Therefore, information, 
ventilation, publicity are absolutely neces- 
sary. 

What Ought to be Done 
1. The annual parish meeting should 
be prepared for weeks beforehand by per- 
sonal invitation, by every guild and parish 
society working for a large attendance. 
There should be, if possible, a supper 
which need not be expensive or elaborate. 
Then the lay church officers should con- 
duct a business meeting. The rector re- 
ports, exhorts, inspires. The treasurer 
shows everything in carefully kept ac- 
counts. The finance committee outlines 
the budget for the year, and the system 
of collections. The choir master tells his 
troubles and his hopes. The Sunday 
School superintendent pleads for the chil- 
dren. The missionary committee describes 
what the parish is expected to do for its 
missionary obligations and the means to 
be employed. The guild, auxiliaries, 
juniors and all the parish societies have 
their spokesmen. Wherever this is done 
and the people are taken into confidence. 



they never fail to respond. The whole 
congregation goes away from such a par- 
isn meeting informed, encouraged, 
aroused. Many are amazed at the con- 
ditions revealed. They have known noth- 
ing, perhaps given nothing. Henceforth 
they are subscribers, workers, sharers in 
the joy of extending Christ's Kingdom. 

2. Have a meeting of the wnole con- 
gregation at least semi-annually, the an- 
nual meeting to be one. October and 
May should be rallying months for the en- 
tire membership. If these things are to 
be done a guild hall is almost a necessity. 
The pressure upon a rectory will be un- 
bearable, however gracious and hospitable 
the spirit of a rector's wife. A parish 
house therefore helps to practical realiza- 
tion of the Communion of Saints — for 
there must be communion between Chris- 
tians here before we can hope to effect a 
union hereafter. A busy parish house 
represents the church at work, the church 
at play, the cuurch as a board of strategy; 
the church teaching her children, the 
church weaving her own members into 
homogeneous unity by bonds of mutual 
sympathy, the church uniting her forces 
to advance the cause of Christ. The 
church at worship in the consecrated tem- 
ple, without the activities of the parish 
house, is too often but a feeble imitation 
of religion, an exhibition of faith without 
works. Worshipers who do not work for 
Christ gradually degenerate into critics of 
Christ's ministers, faultfinders and gos- 
sips. Sloth invites disease. Work is 
health. **Little children, let us not love 
in word, neither in tongue, but in deed 
and in truth." (1 John, 3:18). 



XEAV BOOKS 



The Voice Eternal: A spiritual philos- 
ophy of the fine art of being well, by 
Thomas Parker Boyd. Emmanuel Press, 
Berkeley, Cal., 1912. 

This is one of those sane, wholesome 
soul-feeders, which show up by contrast 
the vacuity and veneer of most "new 
thought" inflictions as well as the practi- 
cal atheism of "Christian Science" mud- 
diness. Go away quietly and read this 
book and you will find the soul within 
you rising upon a tide of faith, hope and 
love; life will seem richer, God nearer, 
heaven within and without you; goodness 
will seem easy and evil an intruder. The 
author builds upon truth, not imagination, 
therefore commands the respect of the 
reason. His definition of the body as 
**the life of God expressed in material 
form," shows how far removed he is from 
the fatal error of Eddyism, which denies 
the revelation of God's mercies in the 
marvelous advance of human health and 
happiness through medical science. If any 
skeptic, sick of the attenuated hysteria 
of the mental healer, wants to see how 
soul and body may truly be made whole 
in God's own way, let him read and di- 
gest this book. 
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St. Mary's Parish Housep Napa, Is a new 
structure costing $2700. It is connected 
by a cloister with the church, is arranged 
with a main hall seating 400, choir rooms, 
kitchen, stage and small class rooms. It 
is an excellent meeting place for Sunday 



School and parish societies. Until paid 
for the vestry has consented to rent the 
hall. A cooking school was conducted 
recently netting the parish $22. St. 
Mary's Guild has paid $100 towards the 
debt within the past few weeks. 




An excellent Guild Hall at Ukiah was 
created out of a cottage in the rear of 
the church on the new site. It can just 
be seen in our cut, but the attractive in- 
terior can only be imagined. Rev. F. W. 
Crook, the inspiring genius of all progress 
at Ukiah, is in the foreground. 




Chapel and Guild Hall of the Good Shep- 
herd, Colfax, is a neat, beautifully furn- 
ished little building. Mrs. Morrison gave 
the start long ago by donating land and 
money equivalent to $150, the Bishop 
gave $100, the remainder was raised by 
the active women encouraged by Rev. 
Isaac Dawson. The total cost was about 
$700, the new site being the gift of Mr. 
D. Falconer of Colfax. 
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The interior of Trinity Guild Hall, Sonoma, presents a very churclily appear- 
ance. The altar was a gift from Ascension Church, Vallejo. The pews are dig- 
nified and permanent, although they may be removed when occasion requires. The 
people rejoice in their beautiful chapel, which represents a cost of $2000 and which 
stands on the corner of a large lot where there is room for future growth. Here 
is an instance of the wisdom of building a guild hall first. 




The Guild Hall at Fort Bragg is very 
n^at and churcnly. It was built in 190/ 
at a cost of $1200 of which St. Veronica's 
Guild gave $500. It seats 100 and was 
used for Sunday School and church ser- 
vices until the church was built in 1911. 
It is now a delightful meeting place for 
the guilds and a center of social life for 
all. 




The Parish House of St. John's, Oro- 
ville was built from plans designed by 
Rev. D. E. Holt. Work was started Feb. 
11, 1911, and the building completed 
April 23rd, when the Bishop held the first 
service. The house is of great use for so- 
cials and public purposes, for which a 
charge of $10 is fixed. The first floor 
is equipped with stage, dressing rooms 
and kitchen. The second has a chapel 
seating 125, with parlor, library and dress- 
ing rooms. The third floor has four bed- 
rooms and is occupied by the priest and 
his family. The cost was $6,000, which 
is gradually liquidating from the income 
of the building. Digitized by Google 
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The Loomis Guild Hall shows 
an attractive group of church 
people, with Rev. J. T. Mac- 
Govern among them, and is an 
illustration of the great social 
value of the building in a scat- 
tered, rural field. It was 
erected ten years ago by lo- 
cal effort at a cost of $2000. 
Of this sum the Bishop was 
able to raise $500 from friends 
in the East and the balance was 
advanced and subscribed by the 
parishioners. 




The Parish House of St. John's, Peta- 
luma is one of the most commodious and 
beautiful in the diocese, seating 300 per- 
sons. It has a large guiiu room, which 
forms a stage when rolling doors are 
folded back, being on a level above the 
auditorium. The debt one year ago when 
the new hall was opened was $3700, but 
the energy of the assistant rector, the 



generosity of the people and the loyal 
work of the women have reduced the 
amount to $1000. The building is in con- 
stant use for Sunday School, choir, guild 
work, concerts, entertainments and St. 
John's famous chicken pie dinners. The 
effort to secure the building has helped 
this parish to be what it is, a model of 
happy, united energy to the whole dio- 
cese. 
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The Guild Hall at Benicia is seen in the foreground of our cut. It was erected 
in 1882 during the rectorship of the late Bishop Wingfield. The ladles aid raised 
$700, which they gave to the vestry for the purpose. The hall is in constant use. 
Sunday School is carried on there and the pupils celehrate there the festivals in 
connection with the Christian year. 




The Ferndale Guild Hall is in the rear 
of the church, was transformed from a 
residence, serves as choir room, kitchen, 
workshop, rector's study and store house. 
The house was bought with the land and 
cost $200 to arrange. Besides contribu- 
tions of $200 from the Bishop and $25 
from Mr. William Carson of Eureka, the 
people of the parish gave the whole sum 
needed for land, rectory and Guild Hall, 
amounting to $1850. It is an invaluable 
Lid to church work in Ferndale. 




The fine appearance of our church 
property at Grass Valley is well seen in 
the accompanying cut, showing rectory, 
church and Guild Hall.

What else, it may be asked, should we 
have in the Sunday School but religious 
life? True, Sunday School is maintained 
to develope that life which is given the 
child in baptism, as the bread and wine 
are given at the altar to further the same 
life in its larger growth, but, as a matter 
of fact, not in every Sunday School will be 
found that life here spoken of. 

Read the catalogues coming from the 
press, attend other Sunday Schools, notice 
the goods we are asked to buy, the meth- 
ods we are requested to follow, the lines 
of study we are to pursue, and remember 
that organization is the fad of the day, 
so that each class must have its separate 
organization — methodize, modernize and 




businessize if you will, but these things 
cannot take the place of religious life. Ac- 
tivity is not always life, although there 
may be much movement. Apply electricity 
to a dead body and it can be made to imi- 
tate the live one; remove the machine it is 
still dead. 

It is possible to over-organize, have too 
many methods, too much machinery. One 
wins the class with a baseball bat, another 
by giving millinery lessons or military tac- 
tics to appeal to the manly boy; but do any 
of these prove that we are developing, or 
even touching the religious life of our 
pupil? 

Pins, papers and cards may increase the 
attendance, a talk with the boy about his 
jack knife may interest him, a study of 
natural history might help him, but will 
these develop religious life? If none of 
these things will do so, how shall he gain 
it? 

We must maintain a religious atmos- 
phere and influence, and for this religious 



personality is absolutely necessary. The 
impressions the pupil receives from others 
will develop reverence in the child-mind ; a 
definite training from outside the child is 
necessary. 

It becomes, therefore, the duty of every 
Sunday School worker to live daily in an 
atmosphere of reverence if he would be- 
come effective in the Sunday School class. 

Then, of necessity, we must have relig- 
ious accessories. There are many advocates 
for the room, entirely separated from the 
church, but surely this is not best without 
font, the altar, the cross or beautiful win- 
nows. We are glad the church is old- 
fashioned enough to retain these, and if 
the Sunday School room contains them 
not, then let them in the church appeal 
to our pupils, as they read, sing or pray. 

We must remember that we always have 
two classes of children to deal with — the 
child born to religious life and the child 
in whom it must be generated. To some 
reverence for what is holy and beautiful 
comes as a part of their heritage; set in 
the midst of these things their acceptance 
is immediate. Such pupils will be our first 
aid in showing to and developing in other 
children that religious life for which the 
Sunday School primarily exists. 

It is not alone that which enters by 
way of ear-gate, but that also which en- 
ters by eye-gate, which is to create and de- 
velop the religious life. 

Not alone the personality of the teacher 
and the symbols of the Church are neces- 
sary, but children of Christian parents need 
to learn **8uch things as a Christian ought 
to know." Will not all parents work to 
this end? 

The foundation of religious life of our 
pupils must be laid in the homes of the 
children. Let us always remember that 
it is not the duty of the Sunday School 
to do work of the child's own parents, but 
to supplement it. For ''children are an 
heritage;" yes, they are a precious trust to 
be trained for God, and it is difficult for 
us to understand how parents can neglect 
this God-imposed duty. They should de- 
velop this life in their children so far that 
when they enter the Sunday School, which 
should be at a very early age, the instruc- 
tions given them, all leading to the day 
of personal responsibility, the act of con- 
firmation, shall find a place in hearts ready 
to receive it. We shall then have in our 
Sunday Schools that religious life which 
is more important than the thousand 
things we are offered to take its place. It 
was Jesus who said, "Suffer the children 
to come unto me." He also said, "I am 
the life," and without that life, no matter 
how well organized or how much ma- 
chinery we may have, our Sunday Schools 
will fail of their true purpose, viz., to cre- 
ate, develop and sustain religious life. 
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Its action is immediate — is absorbed instantly by the skin, leaving no trace 
on the surface, save the natural glow of health and youth.

At St. John's, Marysville, the Sunday 
School numhers thirty. This is a creation 
out of nothing. The newly organized 
guild is alive and planning big things. 

The marriage of Rev. Caleb Benham, 
formerly of Eureka, to Miss Bessie Lind- 
say of the same place, was a pleasant sur- 
prise. Mr. and Mrs. Benham are living 
at Hubbard, Minnesota. 

The removal of Mrs. W. T. Brush and 
family from Cloverdale to San Francisco 
means the loss to our mission there of its 
most faithful friend and strongest sup- 
porter. 

Rev. F. W. Crook of Ukiah, has been 
appointed one of the chaplains of the 
State Asylum for the insane at that place, 
and holds service monthly for the inmates 
and employes. 

Folsom has a neat little guild hall of 
which we have no cut. It is rented at 
present to the school board for a class 
room, which brings an income and does 
not interfere with the weekly sewing 
circles.

Rev. W. L. Clark 
presented seven high school pupils. With 
sixteen more last March this makes a re- 
markable record for a small place. 

Wheatland mourns the removal of Mrs. 
Jeanette Brock, one of the most liberal 
and active supporters of Grace mission. 
We congratulate St. Mark's, Berkeley, on 
securing so devoted a communicant. Ser- 
vices at Wheatland are always well at- 
tended and the assessments are always 
fully paid. 

On Sunday, October 27th, the Bishop 
held the last service of the season in St. 
James,' CoUinsville, assisted by Rev. B. 
E. Diggs and Mr. J. U. Spence. The guild 
has repaired the church nicely in prepara- 
tion for winter, and secured a new map 
of the cemetery which is now recorded 
with the county clerk. 

The ladies of Christ Church, Sacramen- 
to, with their customary energy made use 
of election day to increase their funds by 
serving an excellent dinner which was 



well patronized. They are now preparing 
for a bazaar. Confirmation classes have 
been started, although the Bishop's visit 
is not expected until Easter. 

Mrs. Knapp, a Baptist lady, recently 
died at Napa leaving a generous legacy to 
her own church, and $500 to each of the 
other churches in town, including our St. 
Mary's. This was a beautiful example of 
stewardship of wealth and loving Chris- 
tian fellowship which should be an object 
lesson to every church family. The par- 
ish auxiliary is studying Japan at its 
monthly mission class. 

Five baptisims and two marriages In 
September was a record for Grace, St. He- 
lena. The marriage of Francis H. Davis 
and Julia Bolado Ashe on September 26th 
was the first wedding ever held in the 
church building, and it was erected in 
1884. The funeral of a faithful choir 
member, Mrs. Mary Margaret Osborne, 
was held from the church, October 19th. 
Rev. W. L. Clark was officiant at all the 
above. 

A mission has been started at Sebas- 
topol by the energetic rector of Santa 
Rosa. The numbers are not large but 
those who attend are in earnest. Mr. 
Bradley goes there on two Sunday after- 
noons each month, and during the week 
once a month for the guild meeting when 
he gives an instruction on the history and 
principles of the church. We hope be- 
fore long to hear of the organization of 
the mission. 

Several families have gone from Red- 
ding, but a few new workers have brought 
fresh cheer, among whom is Mrs. C. 
Maughmer, formerly of Sacramento, who 
has been made president of the guild and 
choir director. At a recent pleasant after- 
noon the members assembled to present 
Mrs. J. W. Hare, our valued and pioneer 
worker, with a dozen sterling silver 
spoons, the occasion being the silver anni- 
versary of her wedding. 

Our beloved brother, Rev. John Part- 
ridge of Petaluma, being in poor health, 
has gone for a rest and change to Miami, 
Florida, where he will be the guest of the 
rector. Rev. James Cope, who was former- 
ly a valued presbyter of this diocese. Mr. 
Partridge will be greatly missed, not only 
at Petaluma but at Lakeport, where he 
went diligently every month. We pray for 
his relief and early return to the diocese 
where for twenty-three years he has been 
a pillar of strength. 

Rev. G. C. Hunting, department secre- 
tary, visited Napa on October 10th. ad- 
dressed the Woman's Auxiliary, and at a 
men's dinner explained and urged the Du- 
plex envelope system. Thirty-one laymen 
were present, and a special canvassing 
committee. Messrs. Roger Searle, Harold 
King and Bush, were appo): 
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Boudier» Mr. Hensley Davis and Mr. W. 
H. Cameron made speeches, and Rev. C. 
E. Farrar, Rev. John Barrett and the rec- 
tor made stirring talks. 

The Bishop recently accepted as postu- 
lant Mr. Louis P. Cleobury Mortimer- 
Thatcher of Nevada City, recommended 
by Rev. Dr. Foster of Grass Valley. Lay- 
readers' licenses have been issued to A. 
R. Green and Frank Billson of Auburn, at 
the request of Rev. W. A. Cash; also to 
Dr. Howard Livingston Middleton, M. A., 
of Fort Bragg, at the request of Rev. A. 
W. Bell. The latter is the new choir di- 
rector at Fort Bragg, who with his wife, 
have become teachers in the Sunday 
School and entered heartily into the life 
of the church in the community. 

A gratifying request to the Bishop from 
the studenU of the State Farm at Davis 
to supply them with church services led 
to a visit from the Bishop, which occurred 
on Friday evening, November 1st. About 
thirty students and members of the fac- 
ulty attended the first service which was 
held in the large dormitory living room. 
As the result of a conference it was ar- 
ranged to hold services two Sundays of 
each month. Rev. D. E. Holt has been 
placed in charge. A mission will be or- 
ganized. Confirmation classes are form- 
ing. Mr. David Bailey, a student, and 
communicant of Grace Church, St. Louis, 
Is the leading spirit. 

Two of our women communicants in 
a rural mission asked recently for letters 
of transfer to ''Christian Science," which, 
of course, could not be granted. Once 
confirmed, there is no authority on earth 
which can release a communicant from 
his obligation to Christ in the One Cath- 
olic Church. The new gospel of no pov- 
erty, no disease, no sin, no atonement, is 
very popular just now. The husband of 
one of these communicants died in misery 
from cancer after two years' "treatment," 
and her father after one year, yet the 
blind pursuit of perfect health continues, 
even to the sacrifice of the blessed Christ 
and the precious truths of His Gospel. 

Rev. B. E. Diggs has fully recovered 
from a malarial attack. Benicia has a 
fine Sunday School although not a large 
one. The teachers are faithful and ef- 
ficient, and large confirmation classes are 
built up. The parish has just completed 
a block and a half of street paving, curbs 
and concrete walk, with a half block of 
retaining wall, at a cost of $2000. The 
guild is having a series of monthly tea 
and delicatessen sales, two ladies in al- 
phabetical rotation taking charge. 

Rev. W. A. Cash, who has been in 
charge of St. Luke's, Auburn, over six 
years, who is one of our standing com- 
mittee and president of the Sacramento 
convocation, leaves the diocese on Decem- 
ber Ist for South Dakota, where he has 
accepted appointment as archdeacon of 
that missionary district. Mr. Cash has 



been one of our loyal priests, a man of 
godly life, of high, irreproachable char- 
acter, and his long service at Auburn has 
endeared him to the people. We shall 
miss him and his lovely family from our 
diocese and we wish him Godspeed and 
abundant success in his new field of labor. 
Rev. Philip G. Snow, rector of St. Luke's 
Church Kearney, Nebraska, one of the 
most prominent clergy of that district is 
expected to succeed to the position with- 
out delay. 

A weekly bulletin is issued by Trinity 
Pro-Cathedral each Sunday full of in- 
teresting items. The Bishop has been con- 
ducting a question box, and the answering 
of such questions as, "Can the departed 
see us?" "What becomes of those who 
die without Christ?" "Do those who die 
remember us?" "Can unbaptized chil- 
dren inherit eternal life?" has drawn out 
large interest and attendance. The Bishop 
has also preached a sermon to children 
every Sunday morning. The Sunday 
6chool has been re-graded, new text books 
introduced and new enthusiasm created 
among pupils and teachers. ReV. Isaac 
Dawson has been visiting Placerville 
where his diligent pastoral care and lov- 
ing sermons have done immense good. 
Mr. Thos. J. Townsend, assistant fire 
chief died November 14th, and many 
orders attended his funeral at the Pro- 
Cathedral, where the Bishop commended 
his faithfulness and referred to the alms- 
basin, cross and other appointments of the 
church which his own hands had wrought. 
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on the parish of $3,500. Mrs. Letitia Mac- 
Donald gave $50, Junior Auxiliary $9.05, 
and the amount in hand is $170. Before 
another New Year we hope to have it all 
wiped out. Afternoons for boys and girls 
and cottage services are our special feat- 
ures this Lent. 

St. Veronica's Guild, Fort Bragg, cleared 
$400 at a Christmas sale, cancelling a note 
and interest on the Church debt. The Sun- 
day School gave $3.50 in Advent for 
Church extension, and the congregation 
$3.50 for the Home on Thanksgiving, and 
$2.50 on Christmas for Aged Clergy Relief. 
Dr. Middleton, the new choirmaster, has 
organized a mixed choir of 30 voices, and 
their magnificent rendering of the mid- 
night mass on Christmas Eve fulfilled all 
our hopes. At this glorious service the 
Church was crowded to the doors. Rev. 
A. W. Bell received a set of linen Euchar- 
istic vestments and a silk embroidered 
chasuble, which he wore on this occasion. 
A superb $300 Estey organ has been se- 
cured and is in use. The Christmas tree 
in the guild hall was enhanced by a beau- 
tiful cantata, gotten up by Dr. Middleton, 
in which the children took part as angels, 
wise men and shepherds. The "Mission- 
ary" congratulates Mr. Bell upon the pro- 
gress made in the first year of his rector- 
ship, which was completed on Dec. 1st. 

The pretty little rectory at Colusa was 
almost wholly destroyed by fire, originating 
in a defective fine, on December 21st. The 
church also was badly damaged by water. 
Fortunately the insurance was sufficient to 
cover loss on both. Rev. T. T. Denhardt 
lost household goods, clothing, books and 
a valuable piano. Mr. Denhardt, half clad

ST. PAUL'S CHURCH.

Easter Sunday was a red letter day in 
all ways at St. Paul's, when the congrega- 
tion were enabled once more to hold ser- 
vices In the church. Since the fire In Jan- 
uary many Improvements have been made 
in the interior, which is now plastered 
throughout with a five-foot panel wains- 
coat all round. Five new stained glass 
windows have been put In place, represent- 
ing Faith, Hope, Charity, The Ascension, 
and the Light of the World; two are mem- 
orial windows given by members of the 
church.

We appreciated a visit from Rev. Lester 
Bradner, who gave two talks on Religious 
Education In the parish house. As one re- 
sult of his visit a union teachers* training 
class has been arranged for to meet Wed- 
nesday evening. In St. Paul's, the subject 
of study for the spring season being Relig- 
ious Pedagogy, and we hope all Sunday 
School teachers will make It part of their 
business to help along this class and be 
present at its meetings. No organ has yet 
been placed in the church, but the vestry 
have something over $2000 on hand to- 
wards a new Instrument and plan to let 
a contract soon. 

The parish meeting showed good reports 
from all the various departments of the 
Church activities, special increase being 
noted in the Sunday School and Cradle 
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Roll. The financial condition of the par- 
ish is good and the outgoing vestry were all 
re-elected for the coming year. Besides 
paying for the improvements and repairs 
made necessary by the fire, $2000 has been 
paid on mortgage indebtedness. 



JAPANESE MISSION.

Following were the 
speakers: Rev. P. K. Kajitsuka, opening 
address; Mr. G. Saki, congratulatory ad- 
dress; Miss M. B. Mills, congratulatory ad- 
dress, General Secretary Y. W. C. A.; Rev. 
Z. Hirota, Women's Work in Japanese So- 
ciety; Rev. K. Tsuuajibna, The Hope for 
Japanese Women in the United States. 

On Easter Sunday the holy services were 
held. Mrs. M. Fujioka and her baby, and 
Miss N. Wakimoto and Mr. S. Raise were 
baptized by the missionary. At half past 
seven the same evening a celebration oc- 
curred.

NEVADA CITY.

The Woman's Guild voted to build a new 
rectory on the lot owned by the parish. The 
younger Guild unanimously voted the same. 
Thereupon the vestry, which had been con- 
templating the purchase of a house at 
$1500, decided to back up the resolution of 
the ladies and erect a new house to cost 
not less than $2000. Since Mr. Denhardt's 
arrival the Sunday School has increased as 
follows: March 1st, 32 pupils; March 8th, 
35; March 15th, 39; March 22d, 49; March 
29th, 55; April 5th, 60; April 19th, 70. 
Offering from children has increased from 
79 cents to $2.40. Church congregations 
and offerings also have greatly increased. 

Week day Lent services were almost as 
fully attended as those of Sunday. It was 
an affecting sight on Maundy Tliursday and 
Good Friday to see all our young communi- 
cants of school age leaving their lessons and 
kneeling before the cross of the crucified. 
On Easter thirty received at early service 
and thirty at the later service. At parish 
meeting the old vestry were re-elected — 
Messrs. D. E. Morgan, Bigelow, Richards, 
Powell, Ogden and Whitwell. D. E. Mor- 
gan was made Senior Warden, Mr. Bigelow 
Junior Warden, Sherman Marsh, Clerk. 
The vestry after organization, elected Rev. 
T. T. Denhardt rector, which he accepted. 
The apportionments were fully met by the 
Easter offering. A large kindergarten and 
rector's class are new features of the Sun- 



day School. Many are preparing for the 
Bishop's visit to be confirmed on Trinity 
Sunday. The outlook for the future of the 
parish seems quite bright. 

SANTA ROSA.

The Church of the Incarnation kept a 
fairly good Lent. Whatever interest was 
lagging was revived by the visit of the 
Bishop on Palm Sunday, when a class of 
five was presented for confirmation. Be- 
sides the beautiful service which was ren- 
dered by the large choir, the sermon 
preached by the Diocesan was deeply spir- 
itual and uplifting, and miade a great im- 
pression on all classes. During Lent the 
rector. Rev. Ernest Bradley, conducted a 
Bible class every Friday evening in the 
rectory, which was well attended, the sub- 
ject being the Book of Job.

VACAVILLB.

This mission was organized in March, 
1897, and given by Bishop Wingfield the 
name of "Epiphany." Rev. W. L. Clark 
was put in charge. In 1901 a fine corner 
lot on Buck avenue was secured. The Rev. 
Nelson Saunders became priest in charge 
in 1902 and remained for two years. He 
was succeeded by Rev. Caleb BenHam. who 
-continued his ministrations for five years. 
In 1909 Rev. W. L. Clark was returned and 
is still in charge. During all these years 
one or two services have been conducted 
monthly. Funds for a church building 
have been gathered from time to time, prin- 
cipally through the untiring efforts of the 
Ladies' Guild. While the priest in charge 
was on leave of absence last Summer, the 
Archdeacon of the diocese, Rev. D. E. Holt, 
secured plans and began the building of 
a reinforced concrete church, which was 
to have been finished in September, but 
was not completed until February of this 
year. The opening services. Early Com- 
munion, three baptisms and Morning 
Prayer were held on April 5th. The build- 
ing is of mission style and the furnishings 
as far as possible correspond. The furni- 
ture, all of oak, was manufactured by 
Thomas S. Frost, of Colusa, Cal., and Is 
most satisfactory. The subject of the 
large north end window is the Good Shep- 
herd, a most beautiful piece of work, the 
gift of Mrs. Eliza M. E. Hartley. The cost 
of the church and furniture is about four 
thousand dollars, four hundred of which 



was the gift of the Church Building Fund 
Commission. A debt of six hundred dol- 
lars is secured by notes of three gentlemen 
of the congregation. The following gifts 
were received and others are expected.

P. Akerly; organ 
and stool, Mr. A. W. Bawden; memorial 
marble font, Mr. and Mrs. J. Garnett 
Smith; check for twenty-five dollars, Mrs. 
D. N. Lubeck; check for thirty dollars, Mrs. 
W. E. Lawrence; check for fifty dollars, 
invested in oak Reredos, F. B. Chandler 
& Co.; electric chandeliers and fixtures 
complete, Mr. Clement Madison Hartley.

Holy Week and Good Friday were well 
observed. The three hours devotion, with 
addresses on the seven last words resulted 
in very great spiritual blessings, of which 
the outward tokens were manifested in 
many ways, one of them being the large 
number of Easter communicants. Sixty- 
two received the most comfortable sacra- 
ment of the Body and Blood of Christ, the 
number being much in advance of the pre- 
vious year. Easter Day was a joyful one 
for the whole parish; the day was beauti- 
ful, the church tastefully decorated with 
more than nine dozen lilies, the service 
glorious, and the choir rendered Cruik- 
shank's Communion Service and the an- 
thems, "Christ Our Passover," by Danks, 
and *'He is Not Here; He is Risen," by 
Read, very effectively. 

The Sunday School children's Easter Fes- 
tival was held on the evening of Easter 
Day. This year they had a special treat. 
Easter Tuesday afternoon they had an 
Easter egg hunt. Seven dozen eggs had 
been provided and prettily colored by the 
ladies of the parish and hidden on the 
church and rectory grounds. When all 
were found they were distributed among 
the children in the Guild hall. Each child 
also received a candy egg and Easter card. 

I am pleased to be able to speak favor- 
ably of the condition of the Sunday School. 
A new departure has been made by a ser- 
vice for public catechising the first Sunday 
in the month in the Church. This has 
proved successful. 

Besides making s-pecial offerings in Ad- 
vent and Lent we purpose that each class 
guarantee a fixed sum to be devoted to 
diocesan missions and some benevolent ob- 
ject. By this method, it is sought to pro- 
mote sysstematic giving for the Church's 
work. 

Collections have been taken for the Aged 
and Infirm Clergy Fund, the Clergy 
Widows' and Orphans' Fund, the Home of 
the Merciful Savior.

class to Your Grace to receive that inesti- 
mable blessing. 

It was a day long to be remembered, and 
I am sure that it was the beginning of great 
things by some of these very dear little 
ones. On Easter they made their first 
Communion, and the impression was such 
that one of the little fellows when writing 
a letter to his mother said, "Mama, on 
Easter Sunday I made my first Communion 
and I ate the Body of Christ and drank His 
Blood." 

We all enjoyed your visit to the Home 
so much, and in some way or other I hear 
it mentioned about the house nearly every 
day. 

The Prayer Union is very real to all of 
us. The children faithfully use the cards 
every morning except Friday. On Friday 
evening we all meet in our Assembly Hall 
and as a body we use the cards. 

Trusting you will be able to pay us a 
visit at your earliest convenience, and that 
you will occasionally remember the dear 
little ones at the Good Templars' Home for 
Orphans, in your intercessions. 

The kiddies are looking over my shoulder 
as I am writing this, and they are saying, 
"tell the Bishop we shall always be glad to 
see him."

A duty? Yes, indeed, the neglect of 
which is as truly a sin as any other form 
of selfishness and disobedience. "Be ye 
therefore ready/' is the command. Imag- 
ine a soldier not ready to start at the bugle 
call; or a clerk whose accounts cannot be 
insi>ected whenever his employer calls for 
them! Loud is our denunciation of such; 
severe the punishment which awaits them 
— the loss of the liberty which they have 
not known how to use — and yet thousands 
of Christians are just as unprepared for 
death as these; thousands are unworthy 
stewards of the Master, not ready to give 
an account to Him; resting in false se- 
curity, letting the weeks, the months, the 
years slip by; rarely if ever giving a 
thought to the time when they shall be 
called away. 

"Ready" should be our answer at any 
time if we obey the command: "Watch ye 
therefore: for ye know not when the master 
of the house cometh, at even or at mid- 
night, or at the cockcrowing or in the 
morning; lest coming suddenly he find 
you sleeping. And what I say unto you, I 
say unto all: Watch," and so there is 
absolutely no excuse for us, even were the 
call to be very sudden, to leave to others 
the care of deciding what to do with our 



belongings. And if this is true of ten tal- 
ents, it is just as true of one; if the mil- 
lionaire must dispose of his millions, those 
who have but little of the things of this 
world are just as much under obligation to 
leave ever3rthing in perfect order. 

There is a kind of superstition about 
making one's will which makes many put 
it off indefinitely; they are afraid. And 
yet what a splendid preparation it is for 
a Christian: to review all that God has giv- 
en to him, to realize while assigning his 
earthly possessions to others that indeed we 
brought nothing into this world and it is 
certain we can carry nothing out. How it 
helps to loosen the many, many tendrils 
which, like ivy on the wall, have been grow- 
ing imperceptibly, yet steadily , until the very 
entrance to our heart is choked with 
them! Reopen then the entrance, loosen 
the hold your earthly possessions have 
upon you, let the true Vine grow unhin- 
dered by this pleasant looking but fatal 
growth. Be strong enough to face the idea 
of death, which must come to all of us and 
which will not be hastened by the making 
of your will. Make it quietly, prayer- 
fully; you will then look on the things 
around you as no longer yours, but for a 
time. Thus the idea of stewardship will 
grow within you and when the Master calls, 
you too, will "leave all and follow Him" 
where He has gone before to prepare a 
place for those that love Him and keep His 
commandments.

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HOLY MATRIMONY. 



The sacrament of Holy Matrimony is a. 
divine ordinance, existing from the begin- 
ning, but adorned, beautified, and uplifted 
by our Blessed Lord as part of His provi- 
sion of grace in His Church. At first, mar- 
riage was the union of one man and one 
woman; but sin brought in corruptions, 
such as polygamy, polyandry, concubinage, 
and divorce. Christ restored the primitive 
order among His disciples; so that Chris- 
tian wedlock Is th^e lifelong union of two 
Christian folk for the procreation of chil- 
dren, and for mutual help and comfort In 
the establishment of a Christian home. The 
bridegroom and the bride are the minis- 
ters of this sacrament, which among us is 
signified by the giving and receiving of a 
ring and by joining hands. It should be 
solemnized openly, in the church or home, 
ordinarily by the rector of the bride's 
parish; and all civil and ecclesiastical re- 
quirements must be observed. The best 
time for a marriage Is the early morning, 
immediately preceding a celebration of the 
Holy Communion, at which the bridal pair 
shall receive the Blessed Sacrament to- 
gether as the first act of their wedded life.
